Information concerning California's degree- or * 
certificate-granting colleges and' universities is presented in this 
document compiled by the California Postsecondary Education 
Commission. The digest, composed of charts, graphs, and diagrams, is 
directed toward the layperson and on,ly suaaary information is 
included. Enrollment figures for 197H-19S.1 are presented for both 
public and private institutions by year, sex/ level, f uli-t^Lme ' 
students, part-time students, ethnic group,? and credit load. 
Information on degrees conferred by both public and private 
institutions is provided. Faculty rank, tenure status., an d« salary 
data are provided as well as information on other higher education 
staff at California schools. Operating income and expenditure budgets 
are included for comaunity colleges, California State Diversity and 
colleges* and the* aniversitv of California. Inforaation is also 
presented on studen> financial aid prograas. A series of graphs 
compares Scholastic Aptitude test scores of California students with 
national scores* Appended is a discussion of California laws 
pertaining to the issuance of degrees by nonpublic entities. (SP)

The constructive use of information in the 
formulation and review of postsecbndary educational 
policy ts one of the ,Cornrftissfon's most important 
responsibilities The call for the development of 
timely, accurate, and comparable information 
describing California's postsecondar^ edubational 
community appears repeatedly throughout the 
Commission's chartering legislation and has been 
reaffirmed on many occasions by the Legislature. The 
1978 Infornrtttt^on Digest represents one response to 
the need for such information. 

\he Digest has been designed for the layperson. In 
general, only summary-level information is 
displayed. We have attempted to present this 
information in a form that most readily facilitates 
reader understanding- and comprehension. To this 
end, you will find that charts, graphs, and diagrams 
are used to picforially display information where the 
subject matter permits, and long columnsof numbers 
have been avoided wherever possible. The 
infornlatioa appearing in theDigest represents dhly 3 
small portion of the data that have been used to 
construct its graphs and charts. Additional, and more 
^detailed, information on student enrollment] degrees 
conferred, faculty, etc..^ is available from the 
'Comrnission upop written request. 
While much effort ha^ been expended to ensure the 
Digest's "readability," the most significant test of our 
^success in achieving this goal is its usefulness to you. 
We welcome your comments regarding format and 
content. Your constructive suggestions wilt form the 
basis for changes in future editions and lead to 
improved ways in which we can* describe the 
complexities of California's postsecondary education 
sysftem. A,prej>£id mailer is enclosed for your use.

N The 1979 Information Digest has been expanded in 
tvyo dimensions: to provide more information about 
topics coveredwn previous editions, and to address 
new areas of interest not treated previously. More 
information has bpen provided in tjfte sections on 
student enrollment and degrees conferred. We have 
made a concerted effort to provide more accurate 
data describing California's independent degree- 
granting institutions California and national 

• comparison data have been included in the student 
enrollment and degrees conferred sections (for both" 
public and independent institutions). These data 
permit comparisons of comnWn topics between 
California and the nation as a whole. 

Higher Education Staff Information has been added 
to this year's Digest, detailing the ethnic and sex 
breakdown of faculty and staff. Finally, we have made 
an extra effort to expand and improve the written 
commentary that precedes, and describes, aach m 
section of the Digest , 



Data appearing in the Digest have>been drawn from a 
variety of sources. In general, data for the sections on 
student enrollment, degrees conferred, and faculty 
were obtained directly from the segments' system- 
wide offices or, in the case of independent 
"institutions, from the individual campuses. Finance 
data were excerpted from selected issues of the 
Governor's Budget. Student Aid information was 
also compiled from selected issues of the Governor '5 
Budget, and from information provided by agencies/ 
responsible for each of the federal programs. 
California and nBtional data appearing in the sections 
on^ student enrollment aQd degrees conferred were 
provided -by Xhe National Center -for Education 
Statistics. Scholastic Aptitude Test Score data and 
introductory comments were obtained* from -the 
CoHegtf^mrance Examination Boards 

In prepdf^ng the Digest for publication/ the 
Commission worked closely with the co|leges, 
universes, and agencies supplying with 
information to ensure its accuracy. The segments 
have been provided opportunities to *eyjew the 
material and to chdck their data for accurgpy prior to 
publication. We have also expended large Quantities 
of both human and computer time^uditir^jy and cross 
checking data prior to publication. Even though we 
have employed exhaustive audit procedures some, 
errors may have eluded detection. As post- 
publication errors are brought to attention (as 
they undoubtedly will}, we will note {hem and effect 
the necessary changes to next yearns edition. If you; 
intend to excerpt significant portt^rt* ofthe Digest for 
subsequent publications or utii&e its data in major 
policy development or anal^i&j yve recommend you 
contact our staff to ensure tha£you receive any post- 
publication changes that may* have been made. 



Where possible, data h#/tf been displayed jn a 
method facilitating comparison among segments. 
Unfortunately, some information cariribt be used to 
make comparisons cUiM either to inconsistent data 
definitions or insufficient institutional responses. A 
portion of the text ^rfcifiedi^j each section of ttie 
Digest, entitled "Cavegts— Please Note/' documents 
these inconsistencies, the reader is urged to give 
-^particu lar attention to $hese caveats, and to cite the m 
when excerpting information from the Digest. s 

One area \tfttich should rec^iveparticular attention is 
ethnicity. Student ethnicity information has been 
included, but use of these data should be considered 
carefully prior lo. employing them in legislative, 
executive, segmental, or institutional planning. 
Student ethnicity data were obtained using voluntary 
student self -designation, and may exhibit 
statistically significant abnormalities due to high 1 
nonresponse rateS; The potential for unintentional 
misuse* of student ^thnicity information is great, and 
it should be u^^d with extreme caution. 



Another area requiring attention isithe California and 
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national comparison data appearing* in the student 
enrollment and degrees^onferred sections. These 
data were obtained fronrt the National Center for 
Education Statistiqs (NCES) in Washington, D C- 
Enrollment data provided by NCES ere for credit 
instruction only; that is, students enrolled in courses • 
and programs that offer college-level credit. Student 
enrollments in noncredit extension, special sessions, 
and evening school programs are not included in 
these displays. The reader should be aware that 
, reporting procedures employed by institutions 
nationally may differ from those used in California. 



For this reaspn, comparisqns between California and 
the nation as a whole should be made with . a degree 
of prudence. 

The reader should also note that this year s Digest 
covers only degree/ certificate-granting colleges and 
universities. Nondegree/certificate-granting 
schools (often referred to as/'pfoprietary schools") 
are noKaddrestfed in this year's edition, but we hope 
to expand our efforts to include this important facet of 
California's postsecondary education picture in 
future editions. 
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CALIFORNIA'S PUBLIC COLLEGES 
J^iD UNIVERSITIES 

California's system of public . postsecondary 
education is the largest in the nation, currently 
> consisting of 14Q campuses serving nearly 1.5 
million student^. Tjhis system is*separated mto three 
distinct segments: the University of California, the 
California State University and Colleges, and the 
California Community Colleges. A fourth area of 
"other public*' institutions includes the Hastings 
College of Law, the California Maritime Academy, 
Otis Art Institute of Cos Angeles County, the Naval 
Postgraduate School, Defense Language fnsirfuTe, 
and Naval Construction Training Center, £ 

To pcovide guidelines for the orderly development of 
the three public segments, A Master Plan for Higher 
Education in California, 1 960-75, was developed and 
its recommendations largely incorporated into the 
Donahue Higher Educaton'Act of 1 960. The purpose 
of the Act Was to Ntefine the function and 
responsibilities of each segment and to establish an 
economical and coordinated approach to the needs of 
public postsecondary education. N 

The California Community Colleges 

A fifteen-member Board of Governors was created by 
statute in 1 967 to provide leadership and direction to 
the seventy Community College districts (with 106 
campuses) that comprise <the system. Fourteen 
members of the Board are appointed by the Governor 
to four-year terms. The Governor also appoints a 
student Tfiember t& a one-year term. Unlike the 
University and the Slate University, the Community 
Colleges are administered by local boards. 

The Community Colleges 'are limited to Idwer- 
division (freshman and sophomore) instruction in the 
liberal arts and sciences and in occupational or 
technical subjects. ^.Community Colleges are 
authored w grant the Associate of Arts or the 
Associate in Science degree. Community services 
courses $re also offered at no, cost to the State. 

. The California State University and Colleges 

( The State University system is comprised of nineteen 
r campuses, governed by a statutory twenty-three- 
member Board of Trustees. A student trustee and an 
alqmni trustee each serve two-year terms. The 
remaining sixteen merfcbers, appointed by the 
Governor, serve eight-year terms, In addition, there 
are five ex-officio members of the Board Although 
the Board of Trustees does not have the 
constitution! independence of the Regents, the 
Dohaboe Act of 1 960 did ptovide for centralization of 
policy and administrative' functions, which are 
carried out by the statewidb Chancellor's Office, 

The State University's primary function is to provide 
4ns&uction to undergraduate and graduate students 
in the liberal arts and sciences, in applied fields, and 



in various professions, including teaching. The 
granting of bachelor's and ^master's degrees /is 
authorized, but doctoral degrees may not be awarded 
except under the joint doctoral program with the 
University of California. Faculty research is 
authorized only to the extent that it is consistent with 
the function of instruction* . ^ r , 

The University of California . . . " " / * ? 

The University system consists of nine campuses 
including San Francisco which is predominantly a 
health sciences campus. A number of special 
research facilities are located throughout the State. 
Medical schools are ^presently located at the San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, San Diego, Davis, and Irvine 
campuses. Hastings College of Law in San Francisco, 
although affiliated with t^e University, operated 
under a separate statutory Board of Directors. To 
govern the \lniversity of California, the State 
Constitution grants full power, of organization and 
governance to a twenty-six- member Board of 
Regents: seven ex-officio, eighteen appointed for 
twelve-year terms by the Governor with, the approval 
of the Senate, and one student appointed by the 
Board for a one-year term, * 

In addition to the function of instruction, which is 
basic to all three segments of public postsecondary 
education, the University of California is designated 
as the primary State-supported agency for research. 
Instruction is provided tp both undergraduate and 
graduate students in the liberal arts and sciences and 
in the professions, including teaching. The University 
has exclusive jurisdiction over graduate instructor* 
in the professions of law, medicine, dentistry, and 
veterinary medicine. It has sole authority for 
awarding the doctorate degree with the exception 
that in selected fields, joint doctoral degrees may be 
awarded with th6 Califqrnia State University and 
Colleges, 

other Public iNtfrtTUTiONS \ 

The California Maritime Academy (] 

Established at Vallejo in 1 929, the Academy provides 
a program for men and women who sefck to become 
licensed officer^ in the United States Merchant 
Marine. It is governed b\ra seven-member Board of 
Governors, who are appointed to four-year terms by 
the dovernor. 

Hastings College of Law 

Hastings College of Law was founded in 1878. It is 
designated by statute as the "law department" ofjhe 
University of California, and is governed by its own 
Board of Directory (The University of California 
operates three other law schools which are governed 
by the Regents.} The Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of California is president of the eight-member 
board. All graduates of Hastings are'granted the Juris 
^Doctorate degree by the faculty of the University. 
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Otis Art Institute 

The Institute was founded by the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors in 4 918. Governance is.vested 
in a fifteen- membej Board of Governors appointed by 
thp Board of Supervisors. The Institute operates as a 
four-year, upper-division and graduate college of art 
awarding the Bachelor of Fine Arts and Master of 
^neArts degw^-U^sJundad^&dspax the 4 
County of Los Angeles. :! • 

Naval Postgraduate School 

The School was established in 1 909 as the graduate 
department of the U.S. Naval Academy. The School 
was officially established in Monterey in 1951 to 
offer advanced education to commissioned officers. 
An ^ieven-member Board of Advisors periodically 
visits the campus tb examine educational programs 
and to consult with the Superintendent of the School. 
The institution is federally funded. 

Naval Construction Training Center 

The Navai Construction Training Center was initially 
activated in May 1942 at what is now the Navy 
Construction + Battalion Center, Port Hueneme, 
California. It was called Camp Russeau and served-as 
a reception center for outfitting and indoctrinating 
future Seabees into the military environment, it 
served in that capacity until December 1945 when it 
was fedesignated the Training and Distribution 
Center. In July 1 948, the activity was commissioned 
as the Naval Schools, Construction. The activity's 
name was changed to the Naval Construction 
Training Certfer in July 1974. 

Defense Language Institute 

The Defense Language institute, Foreign Language 
Center manages the Defense Foreign Language 
Program. Established m 1 941 , its first mission was tp 
tram Japanese linguists In 1963 the Defense 
Language Institute Headquprters was established 
with a branch on the east coast and one on the west 
coast. In/1 974, East Coast §nd West Coast branches 
merged* info one organization located in Monterey, 
and in 1976 was redesignated as the Defense 
Language Institute, Foreign Language Center. 

DLfFLC o(0sa number of specialized courses which 
provide training emphasis on the terminology and 
speciai'combinations of funcitonal skills required for 
particular duties, in 1979, HUFLC was accredited by . 
the Western Association of Schools and Colleges. 
Although it is not a degree-awarding institution, 
individuals trained at the institute can apply for ajpd- ( 
receive college credit^ commensurate' with the 
program they, complete. \ 

CALIFORNIA'S INDEPENDENT COLLEGES v 
AND UNIVERSITIES 

In addition to its public system of postsecondary 
education. California has approximately 300 degree- 



granting independent colleges and universities 
which serve an estimated 190,000 students. 

The outstanding feature of California's independent 
colleges and un iversities is the diversity of programs, 
character, and academic ^emphasis availableTo the 
student. Program offerings range from schools with a 
single program, or related clusters of programs, to 

- * those with a futf array of l^heior^ .nigster's and 
doctoral degree programs, as well as extensive, 

' professional and research*aqtiyities. Enrollments 
range from a law school with five students to a 
comprehensive university enrolling over twenty - 
seven thousand students in Fall 1978. Independent, 
degree-granting institutions fall into at least one of 
four categories, as ^defined in the California 
Education Code, Sections 943034b) and 94310 {see 
Appendix A). 



NON-DEGREE PRIVATE 
POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION 

The RriVme Postsecondary Education Act of 1977_ 
(California Education Code, .Chapter* ^, Part 59, 
^Division l£f requires that any private person or 
institutions which offers instruction leading to an 
objective that is" vocational, ectuc^tidnal, 
professional, or technological, must obtain ""State 
approval or authorization to operate or tb be, 
otherwise exempted. , Following is an explanation as 
provided by the California State Department of 
Education, Office of Private Postsecondary 
Education: , 

Exempted education (Education Code Section 
94303} includes instruction by a public agency, 
instruction from preschool through 12th grade, 
instruction that is avocational or recreational in 
nature, religious Instruction limited to the principles 
of a church, ot education sponsored by an 
organization for it§ membership at no cost. 

Authorized education refers to an act by the 
California Superintendent of Public Instruction 
acknowledging, the required, legal filing. Institution^ 
which file annually- for authorization to operate 
include license^ hospitals offering instruction in 
connection with the operation of the hospital schoois 
which are accredited, approved, or licensed by a 
Cafifornia agency which controls the vocation or 
profession, and schools which are accredited by a 
nationafly-recognteed agency. - 

Approved Education refers- to the act by the 
Superintendent of Public instruction in whictp he 
accepts an application, reviews its acceptability and 
applicability, issues or parties an approval of specific 
courses which are vocational, educational, 
professional, or technological in nature, and provides 
continuing review.

Sources of Data v > 

Data for the displays appearing in this section were 
obtained primarily from annual segmental reports: 
Statistical Summary of Students and Staff of the 
University of California; Statistics/ Abstract of the 
California State • University and Colleges; / and 
analytical summaries produced by the Chancellor's 
Office of the California Community Colleges. 
Comparative data for California and thejigtjpn were 
obtained from the Higher Education Genera/ 
Information Survey (HEGIS) conducted by the 
National Center for Education Statistics. Enrollment 
data for Fall 1976, 1977, and 1978 were obtained 
from computer tapes submitted by the University of 
California and the California State University and 
Colleges. Additional sources of data were the federal 
Office of Civ if Rights' Student Enrollment Survey; 
segmental systemwide offices, and the Population 
Research Unit of the Department of Finance. All data 
and displays for California public institutions were 
verified by the central administrative offices of the 
segments. ' 

Comparative enrollment trends for California and the 
nation from Fall 1973 through Fall 1977 are 
displayed. The displays use 1 973 as a base year, with 
each subsequent year's growth or decline measured 
from thgt base year. ' 

Data reported for independent institutions are for 
two- and four-year institutions combined due to the 
relatively small, number of students enrolled in 
independent two-year colleges. 

AH enrollment data displayed are for enrollment in 
courses for credit. ■> ■ ( 

Caveats— Please Note 

(a) Unless specifically indicated otherwise, all 
enrollment figures are for "regularly" enrolled 
students, and exclude extension and' 
ungraded/noncredit sutdent enrollment. 

" E nroll me nt. . - i n-tfflgf ade^/Boncredit classes" 

refers'to the California Community Colleges only, 
and is reported for the fall term. Extension 
enrollments or registrations pertain to the 
University qf California 'and to the California 
State University and Colleges, and are reported 
on an annual basis. 

(b) Student ethnicity data reflects voluntary self- 
designations njade by students. Many students 
chose not to report their ethnic. status in each of 
the years displayed in the tables. In addition, the 
data are incomplete for the California Community 
Colleges and may not accurately reflect the 
ethnic composition of their student populations.

Full-Time. A full-time student is one whose normal 
load in terms of course work or other activity (such as 
thesis, research, or required teaching) is at least 75.0 
percent of the load normally required of students, or 
asxTefined by the institution. [NORMAL LOAD: the 
rwnber of credit hours (or othei* unites required for 
graduation) divided by the number of terms 
(semesters, quarters, etc.), normally^re^aired for 
graduation.] 

Part-Time. A Part-time student is one whose 
normal load in terms of course work or other activity 
(such as thesis, research, or required teaching) is less 
than 75.0 percent of the load normally required of 
students, or as tiefined by the institution. 
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Student Level 

Lower Division. The lower division level includes 
students who are enrolled in programs leading to an 
associate degree {including three-year associate 
degree programs) qr in undergraduate 
occupational/vocational programs of three-y^ar 
duration or less leading to a certificate or diploma, 
and othdr undergraduate students who have earned 
less than SO percent of t> e number of academic 
credits or program requirements normally required 
for a bachelor's degree- (bower division students are 
typically classified as freshmen or sophomores). 

Upper Division. The upper division fevef includes 
all undergraduate students who are not enrolled in 
^associate degree or occupational/vocational 
certificate programs and who have successfully 
completed §G percent or more of the academic 
credits or program requirements normally required 
for a bachelor's degree* (Upper division students are 
typically classified as juniors and seniors.) This level 
includes stydpnts in years three, four, and five of five- 
year bachelor's degree programs. 

Masters/Post* Baccalaureate. This level includes 
students who- have returned after completion of at 
least a bachelor's degree to achieve further 
educational objectives and who may or may not be 
enrolled in a graduate degree program. 

Professional. The professional level includes ail 
students who are enrolled in any one of the following 
"First Professional" degree programs: M.D. t DC, 
LLB., or J.D., D.D.S., D.V.M., Q.D., B.D., M. Div., 
Rabbi, Pod.O., PM, D. . Pharm., D C. Students 
enrofied in undergraduate "pre-professional" 
curricula and students in the first two years 
{corresponding to the undergraduate freshman and 
sophomore year) of integrated professional degree 
programs are classified as lower division, not "first 
professional/' students. The category "professional" 
for the University of California includes first 
professional students, interns and residents, and 
- students d e fin e d -by -the University as being in 
professional programs, e.g., architecture, business 
administration, journalism, etc. 

Ddctorate I. The doctorate I level includes all 
students who hold a bachelor's degree or the 
equivalent (or first professional degree) and (apare 
enrolled in a doctoral degree program, but have not 
earned a master's degree and have fewer than the 
equivalent number of credits normally required for a 
master's degree; or (b) are enrolled in a special, 
unclassified, visitor, or nondegree peeking status; or 
(c) are enrolled in an educational specialist 
certificate, degree, or coordinate intermediate- level 
degree program, whether or not they posses an 
earned master s degree. 

Doctorate M. The doctorate II level includes all 
students who are enrolled in a doctoral degree 
program beyond the doctorate I level (except "first 
professional"). It 



Unclassified. For the independent institutions, this 
•category refers to students who are not classified by 
student level. j 

Student Status 

First-Time Student. A firsMime student is one 
entering an institution for the first time as a first-time 
freshman. Included in this classification are students 
.who have earned any amount of credit solely by 
means of the College Level Examination Program, by 
previous summer session coursewbrk, x^r by 
Advanced Placement Tests or similar .academic 
exemption tests. 

* Transfer Student. A transfer student is an 
undergraduate student entering an institution focthe 
first time with any academic credit earned at another' 
institution which is applicable for credit at the 
institution of currerrt enrollment 

Continuing/Returning Student. A continuing/ 
returning student is- one who is currently enrolled, 
a student who was enrolled during the previous 
academic term at the same institution, or a student 
'currently enrolled who was enrolled previously at the 
institution but was not enrolled during the academic 
term immediately preceding the current term. 
Summer sessions or other special sessions are not 
considered part of the academic year. 

Ethnicity 

Non-resident Alien. Persons who are not citizens 
„ of the United States and who are in this country on a 
temporary basis, but who do not have the right to 
remain indefinitely. Resident Aliens, ruin-citizens 
who )iave been lawfully admitted for permanent 
residence (and who hold a "Grten Card"— Form f- 
151), are reported in the appropriate raciaf/ethnic 
categories along with United States citizens. (Non- 
resident aliens are not reported by Ethnicity.) 

Black (not of Hispanic origin). Persons having 
__P/iflLQS in any of the black racial groups. _ 

American Indian or Alaskan Native. Persons 
having origins in any of the original peoples of North 
America. 

Asian or Pacific Islanders, excluding Filipinos. 

Persons having origins in any of the original peoples 
of the Far East, Southeast Asia, or the Pacific islands. 
This geographical area includes! for example, China, 
^Korea, and Samoa, 

Hispanic. Persons of Mexican, Puerto Rican, 
Cuban, Central or South American, or other Spanish 
culture or origin, regardless of race. 

White (not of Hispanic origin). Persons having 
origins in any of the original peoples trf Europe, North 
Africa, the Middle East or the Indian subcontinent/ 

Fiiipino. Persons originating from the Philippine 
Islands. ^ 
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No Response, Persons who decline to designate 
an ethnic status. 

Other. Persons who do not fall into one qf the above 
eight (8) categories/

Opening Fall Enrollment 

California Trends . . » I 

Credit enrollment at the California Community 
Colleges increased 9.1 percent from Fail 1974, when 
959,707 students were enrolled, to Fall 1 978, when 
1 ,047,1 67 students were enrolled. However, a sharp 
decline was experienced in credit enrollment 
^between Fall 1977 and Fall 1978, as student / 
theadcount dropped by 6.5 percent. Non-credit 
enrollment was affected even more drastically, 
declining 44.7 percent. These significant declines ' 
were, for the most part created by the passage of 
Proposition 13, which cut local revenues by 60 
percent. Enrollments at the California State 
University and Colleges increased 5.1 percent over 
the last five years, from 291,542 to 306,175. After 
experiencing an increase of 2.8 percent from Fall 
1976 to Fall 1977, State University enrollment 
decreased by 1 .9 percent between Fall 1 977 and Fall 
1978. At the University of California, enrollment, 
Which had begun to stabilize during the past three 
years, increased 4.4 percent from Fall 1 974 to Fall 
1 978. The University was' the only public segment to 
post an increase in enrollment, (1 .1%) from Fall 1977 , 
to Fall 1978. f 

The analysis of enrollment trends in independent 
institutions is inconclusive because of the varying 
number of institutions reporting data from year to 
year. For example, in Fall 1974, 91 "accredited," 17 
"State approved," and 26 "authorized" independent 
institutions reported enrollment, compared to 102 
'accredited/' 20 "State approved," and 39 
"authorized" independent institutions in Fall 1978. 
Information on "accredited" institutions is more 
reliable because of more consistent reporting by 
these institutions. 

California and National Comparative Trends 

Enrollment at two-year public .institutions in 
California and the nation continued to increase in Fall 
T977, after a slight decrease in Fall 1976. 

At four-year public institutions, enrollment, while 
increasing since(FaIi 1 973 ( appears to have stabilized 
since Fall 1^75^ 

By contrast, independent institution enrollment 
t registered marked increases in both California and 
• 'the nation, but these increases can be attributed to 
the growing number and varying types of institutions 
reporting from year to year. 

Enrollment by Sex 

California Trends 

The number of undergraduate women in California 
I public institutions has increased, steadily. 
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Community College female enrollment grew from 

46.5 percent in Fail 1974 to 53.4 percent rn Fall 
1 978. At the State University, female undergraduate 
enrollment increased from 44,2 percent in Fall 1 977 
to 48.9 percent in Fall 1 978, while at the University, 
the percent of undergraduate women increased from 

45.6 percent to 47.9 percent during the same period. 

The ratio of men-to-women graduate students at the 
State University has changed significantly since Fall 
1 $74, when 51 .5 percent of the graduate enrollment 
were men, and 48.5 percent were women. By Fall 
1978 a reversal had taken place, with women' 
students comprising 54.8 percent of the graduate 
enrollment. At the University, female graduate 
enrollment participation also increased, from 29.7 
percent in Fall 1977 to 34.6 percent in Fail 1978. 

California and National Comparative Trends 

Both California and the nation have experienced 
significant increases in female enrollment since Fait 
1973. By FalM 977, the number of women enrolled in 
California institutions had increased 42.3 pergent 
compared to a national increase of 31.6 percent. 
Even greater increases were npted in two-year public 
institutions, where female enrollment increased 
53.5 percent in California and 54.6 percent 
.nationally. Four-year public and independent 
institutions also substantially increased female 
enrollment. 

Male enrollment, while increasing at two-year public 
and independent institutions, declined at California 
four-year public institutions during the reporting 
period. Nationally, male enrollment increased 
nominally (3.3%) at four-year public institutions. 

Full-Time and Part-Time Enrollment * 

California Trends 

Part-time undergraduate enrollment as a percent of 
total enrollment increased in all three public 
segments. In the Community Colleges part-time 
enrollment increased from 66.2 percent in Fail 1974 
to 72.8 percent in Fail 1978. In Fail 1974, 28,2 
percent of the undergraduate enrollment at the State 
University was part-time, compared to 29.6 percent 
in Fall 1978. The University, although enrolling few 
part-tim* students, experienced a simifar trend, with 
part-time enrollment increasing from 5.4 percent in 
Fall 1 974 to 7.3 percent in Fall 1 978. At the graduate 
level in Fail 1978, 77.8 percent of the State 
University's enrollment was part time, compared to 
the University which enrolled only 5 percent of its 
graduates part time. Part-time graduate enrollment 
at the State University has continued to increase 
since Fail 1 977, when 75.9 perd^t of the graduates 
were part time compared to 77.8 percent in Fall 
1978. At the University, the percent of part-time 
graduates decreased from 5.6 percent jn Fall 1 977 to 
5.0 percent in Fall 197$. 
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California and National Comparative Trends 

For California and the nation, part-time enrollment at 
public institutions continued to increase 
substantially, although the number of full-time 
students has begun to stabilize. Two-year public 
institutions in California h?ve recorded a 46.1 
percent increase in part-time students sinte Fall 
1973, compared to 52 percent for the nation At 
California's four-year institutions, part-time, 
enrollment increased 1 7,7 percent; compared to 35.1 
percent nationally, during the same reporting period. 

Perhaps because of the varying number and types of 
institutions reporting, full-time and part-time 
enrollment trends in California's independent 
segment have been erratic compared to national 
trends, which indicate steady increases in both full- 
and part-time enrollment. 

Enrollment by^Student Status * 

Limiting discussion to undergraduate enrollment in 
the public segments between Fall 1977 and Fall 
1 978, the number of first-time freshmen declined on 
a statewide basis by nearly 19,j&00 students (6.2%), 
while the number of continuing and returning 
students dropped by more than 50,000 (5.6%). The 
number of transfer students remained remarkably 
stable, considering the general decline experienced 
pt the undergraduate level. 

While first-time freshman enrollment declined on a . 
combined segmental basis, some very interesting 
shifts took place between and among the pubfic 
segments. The University enjoyed Sr\ 8.7 percent 
increase in first-time freshmen, and the State 
University experienced a 3.2 percent rise over the 
previous year The number of first-time freshmen at 
the University rose to the second highest level in the 
five years displayed, while the State University 
experienced its highest number of first-time 
freshmen during the same five-year period, The 
number of first-time Community College freshmen, 
however dropped between Fall 1977-and Fall 1978 
by 8,3 percent— by more thafr 20,000 s tudents. , 

Just the opposite was noted for transfer students. At 
the University, the number of transfer students 
showed a negligible increase during that period; 
State University transfer students decreased by 4.9 
percent; and the Community Colleges noted a 1.0 
percent increase. The number of continuing and 
returning students remained virtually constant at the 
two four-year segments, but. deciined by nearly 
50,000, or 7.9 percent, at the Community Colleges. 

Enrollment by Ethnicity 

Student ethnicity is one area of enrollment data 
which must be used with caution. While such 
information has been included, these data should be 
weighed carefully prior to employing them in 
legislative, executive, segmental, or institutional 
planning. Student ethnicity data were obtained 



through voluntary student self-designation and may 
* exhibit statistically significant abnormalities due to 
high nonresponse rates. 

Many students chose not to report their ethniq 
category in each of the years displayed in the tables. 
In addition, the data for the Community Colleges are 
incomplete. Also, reporting categories established by 
the federal government have changed several times 
m over the years. For these reasons, student ethnicity 
data are not comparable between and within years, * 
inter- or intra-segrnentally, or between student level 
and sexi The jjefential for unintentional misuse of 
this information is great. ' 

Unfortunately, as inadequate as the data may be, 
they are the only source of annua! statewide 
information on student ethnicity. ; 

The reader should be aware that the Community. 
College data represents a 91 percent sample of 
students enrolled in credit programs only, and that 
nonrespondents have, in nearly aii instances, been 
prorated into other ethnic categories based on the 
percentage of students who did report their ethnic 
category. • 

Nonresident aliens, who are not reported as to 
ethnicity constituted 4.6 percent pf the.enroliment at 
the University, 2.9 percent at the JJtate University, 
and 1 .3 percent at the Com pi unity Colleges. 

Students reporting their ethnicity, iri the category of 
4 American Indian/Alaskan* Native represented less 
than 1 .5 percent of the students enrolled statewide, 
generally tfie lowest reporting category of the seven 
surveyed, 

rfi the Fall 1978 survey, students who identified 
themselves as Black constituted approximately 3.5 
percent of the enrollment at the University, 5.5 A 
percent at the State University's, and about 10 
percent at the Community Colleges. Students who 
identified themselves as Hispanic were 
predominately enrolled at the Community Colleges 
(approximately 10%), and constituted between 5-6 * 
^percent of the enrol lment at the two other public 



segments. This apparent disparity may, however, be 
more a function of the 1 Community Colleges' 
proration of nonrespondents into known ethnic 
categories than % domonstrable difference in 
enrollment patterns. The category of Asian/Pacific 
Islander (including Filipino) represented 
approximately 9 percent of the enrollment at the 
University, 6.3^percent at the State University, and 
5.8 percent at the .Community Colleges- Finally, 
students designating themselves as Whije (non- 
Hispanic) in the Fall 1 978 survey totaled 66 percent 
of the enrollment at the University, nearly 54 percent 
at the State University, and 71 percent at the' 
Community Colleges. 

Enrollment by Discipline / 

The California State University and Colleges foas 
noted a steady decrease in the percent and number of 
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upper division students enroled in Area Studies, 
Biological Sciences, Foreign Languages, Letters, 
MathWnatics, and the Social Sciences. The 
University of California showed similariy steady 
decreases in the same disciplines/ with a decrease 
also in Architecture and Environmental Design. 

C^iscipiines\showing increases over the past three 
yebrs in upper division enrollment at the State 
University were Agriculture and Natural Resources, 
Busjness and Management. Engineering, and Health 
Professions. Disciplines enrotling a greater number 
of students at the University were Business and 
Management, Computer and Information Sciences, 
Health Professions, and Physical Sciences. 

Graduate enrollment at bdth the State University and 
the University increased in Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, Computer and Information Sciences/ and 
Health Professions- 
Steady decreases in graduate enrollment were 
observed at the State University in Fine and Applied 
Arts, Foreign Languages, Letters, Library Sciences, 
Mathematics, Physical Sciences and Social 
Sciences; and at the University, in Letters, Public 
Affairs and Services, and Social Sciences. 

In Fall 1978, the discipline at the State University and 
Cplleges enrolling the largest number of upper 
division students was Business and Management, 
compared to the University in which students most 
often chose tfie Social Sciences. Education enrolled 
the greatest number of graduate students at the 
State University compared to Health Professions at 
the University. 

Enrollment by Student Level 

Of the total number of students reported by the State 
University, the percents of Jower division, , upper 
division; and graduate students remained relatively 
constant. However, the numbers of lower division 
students increased by 1 1 .6 percent from Fall 1 974 to 
Fall 1 978. The number of upper division and graduate 
students also increased 2.3 percent and 3 2 percent, 
respectively, during the same period. 

At the University, the percent of total students 
enrolled by student level also remained relatively 
stable the past fivB years. However, the numbefr of 
lower division students increased by 11.5 percent 
between Fall 1 977 and Fail 1 978, while the number 
of upper division students decreased by 2.7 percent 
In addition, the number of masters/postbaccalau- 
reate students increased by 3. 1 percent, professional 
students by 13.7 percent, and doctoral students by 
4 2 percent during the same five-year period. 

In*the Community Colleges, all enrolln^ent is defined 
fcS'Howe/ division. The University and the State 
University differ in their definition of a lower division 
"student. The State Universtiy defines a lower division 
student as one who has earned less than ninety 
quarter units; the University's definition is less than 
eighty-four quarter unfts. 
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Enrollment by Age , 

The average age of students at each of California's 
three public segments has. remained relatively 
constant during the past three years, Moderate 
inceases in average age were noted for upper 
division women and all graduate students at the 
State University. The average age of upper division 
women increased from 25.7 in Fall 1976 to 26.1 in 
Fall 1 978. During the same period, the average age of 
all graduate students at the State Univ&Sity 
increased from 30.5 to 31 ,0, Comparable increases 
in average age were recorded for both men and 
women graduate students, from 30.1 to 30 6 &nd 
from 30-9 to 31.4, respectively. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy disparity Regarding 
average age, however, occurs in intersegmental 
comparisons at the various student levels. In Fait 
1 978, the average age of lower division students at 
the Community Colleges was nearly ten years older 
than similar students at the University (29.9 
compared to 19.2). By definition, all Community 
College students are lower division. The disparity 
between the State Unviversity and the University is 
not as significant, with State University lower 
division students only one and one-half years older 
than simitar University students. 

At the upper division and graduate levels the 
average-age spread between State University and 
University students is more pronounced, with State 
University students being slightly more than three 
years older. 

At all student levels, men were slightly younger thaiV 
wpmen at each of the three public segments. The 
greatest disparity in average age between the sexes 
was noted at the Community Colleges in fall 1978, 
with the age of men averaging 27.9 years and that of 
women, 30.2. 

Undergraduate Enrollment by Credit Load 

Over the last few years, all of the public segments in 
Califo rnia have expe rienced reductions in average 
credit load— the number of FalTtmFcTedTtsTor which 
a student registers. The 1978 Fall term was no 
exception. The University noted a drop of almost 1 
percent in average credit load at the undergraduate 
level between 1977 and 1978. The State University 
experienced a .05 percent decline during the same 
perifltl ^Th e decrease in average credit load for 
-^rjoergrafo at the University and the State 
University ovSrtfte past t ivo years is similar, standing 
at 1*76 and 1 .36 percent, respectively. 

By far the largest reported decline in average credit 
load took place within the Community Colleges. 
Between 1977 and 1978 (theTJrify years for which 
comparable dat£ are available), the average student 
credit load declined by nearly 5 percent, almost five 
times that experienced by the University and nearly 
ten times that by the State University. 
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At this point, a word of cautioft is in order. The 
average credit load computations for the Community 
Colleges were obtained by evaluating credit I oad data 
for 82 percent of the students enrolled in Fail 1977, 
and 9! percent of those enrolled in Fall 1978. it is 
possible that a portion of the average credit load drop, 
may he attributable to differences in the percentage 
of students sampled in each year; however, the large 
number of students sampled (872,614 in Fall 1977 
and 958,41 O^fh Fall 1978} mitigates against this 
possibility. 

In Pall 1 978, men enrolled for slightly higher average 
credit loads than did women in all three public 
segments. Relatively large differences m credit loads 
were noted between men and women at the 
University and at the Community College The 
difference in student credit load between sexes at the 
State University was negligible. In Fall 1978, credit 
load peaked in the 1 9-24 year-old category, $nd 
declined consistently with increases in age. In 
addition, the reduction in average credit load noted 
earlier occurred in a// age categories. The patterns 
are identical for both sexes and are generally 
'consistent with credit load data available for prior 
years. 



In general, average credit load varies by age-category, 
based on the degree of student part-timeness within 
each segment. The greater the percentage of part- 
time students within a segment, the lighter the 
average credit load with age. 

CALIFORNIA TRENDS AT INDEPENDENT 
INSTITUTIONS # 

Total. enrollment in California's 300 independent 
colleges and universities in Fall 1 978 was estimated 
to be 190,000, approximately 79 percent of the 
students enrolled full time. This percentage has 
remained relatively constant at "accredited" 
independent institutions since Fall 1§7^ 
Approximately 40 percent of the students enrolled^? 
independent institutions were female, and it appears 
that an increasing number and percent of women 
have been enrolling at accredited institutions since 
Fall 1974. The percent of students 'enrolled at 
"accredited" institutions by student level has 
remained relatively constant during the past five 
years, while the percent of students enrolled at 
"approved" and "authorized" institutions have . 
varied substantially, most likely due. to an 
inconsistency in the number of institutions reporting.

Source* of Data 

The California Community Colleges are authorized to 
grant one- and two-yegr certificates, and two-year 
associate degrees. The California State University 
and Colleges is authorized to award both the 
bachelor s and master's degree, but the doctorate 
may only be awarded under a joint doctoral degree 
program with the University of California and 
elected independent institutions. The University of 
California has exclusive jurisdiction over graduate 
instruction in the professions of Law, Medicine, 
Dentistry, Veterinary Medicine, Pharmacy, and 
Optometry. It has sole authority for awarding the 
doctoral degree, except that in selected fields joint 
doctoral degrees may be awarded.with the California 
State University and Colleges/ 

California's / 300 independent degree-granting 
institutions (award degrees from the associate 
through the doctoral and first professional levels. See 
Appendix A for an explanation, provided by the Office 
of Private Postsecondary Education, of California 
laws governing issuance of degrees by nonpublic 
institutions. 

Data on degrees conferred and certificates awarded 
were obtained from the Statistical Summary of 
Students and Staff of the University of California; 
Statistical Abstract of the California State University 
and Colleges; the Higher Education General 
Information Survey (HEGIS) of the National Center 
for Education Statistics; and computer tapes supplied 
by the University of California and the California 
State University and Colleges. AH data and displays 
appearing in this section were verified by the 
systemwide office of each segment prior to 
publication. . 

Caveats— Please Note 

(a) Fractional degree awards reported for ^he 
University of California indicate dual or double 
majors. 

(b) Student ethnicity data reflects voluntary self- 
designations made by students. Many students 
ejected not to report their ethnic designation. For 
this reason, ethnic data related to degrees are not 
comparable between and within segments, 
degree types, and degree disciplines. 

Definitions 

Ethnicity 

Non- resident Alien. Persons who are not citizens of 
the United States and who are in this country on a 
temporary b^sis, but who do not have the right to' 
remain indefinitely. Resident aliens, non-citizens 
who have been lawfully admitted for permanent 
residence (and who hold a "Green Card" — Form 1- 
1 51 K are reported in the appropriate racial/ethnic 



categories along with United States citizens. (Non- 
resident aliens are not reported by ethnicity.)

Degrees Conferred by Sex 

California Trends 

The California Community Colleges are the only 
public degree-granting entity which awards 
associate degrees. In 1977-78, the 106 Community 
Colleges conferred 64,970 associate degrees, a 
decrease of 4.2 percent since academic year 
1 973-74. 1 n addition to the decrease in total degrees 
conferred, the number of associate degrees awarded 
to men decreased 1 6 percent, while tbe number of 
those awarded to women increased by 1 1 .8 percent 
during the five-year period. 

The California State University and Colleges awarded 
43,465 bachelor's and 10,146 master's degrees in 
1 977-78, while the University of California awarded ' 
20,187 bachelor's and 5,602 master's degrees. 
Additionally, the University awarded 1,894 doctoral 
degrees (4 jointly with the State University and 
Colleges), 486 intermediate degrees between the 
master's and doctoral, and 1,724 first professional 
degrees, including 1 94 in Dentistry, 554 in Medicine, 
61 in Optometry, 96 in Veterinary Medicine, 1 ,212 in 
Law (481 awarded by Hastings College of Law), and 
88 in Pharmacy. 

Bachelor's degrees awarded by the State University 
have declined overall by 9.4 percent since 1973-74, 
although they increased nominally by 0.4 percent 
, fron\ 1976-77 to 1977-78. Male baccalaureate 
fecipients declined by 20.5 percent, while the 
number of females receiving the baccalaureajte 
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increased by 6.7 percent sine© 1 973-74 For the first 
time in five years, women received more master's 
degrees than men, 5,253 compared to 4,897. in 
addition, the number of masters awarded to women 
since 1973-74 increased 37. 8 percent, compared to f 
virtually "no change" in the number of masters 
awarded to men. 

At the University of California, as at the State 
University women registered significant increases in 
all types of degrees awarded Baccalaureate degrees 
awarded to women increased 4.9 percent since 
1973-74/ while those awarded to men declined by 
2.9 percent. During the same period, the number of 
master's degrees awarded to women increased 24.2 
percent, and the number of .doctoral degrees 
increased 13.1 percent. Male doctoral degree 
recipients still outnumber female recipients by a 
margin of about 3 to 1 . 

While professional degrees awarded to men at the 
University of California still significantly outnumber 
those awarded to women, women recorded 
substantial increases in the perce&t of total 
professional degrees awarded. In 1973-74, only 2.3 
percent of all dentistry degrees went to women, but 
in 1 977-78, women accounted for 1 8 percent of total 
degred recipients! In Medicine, by comparison, 
women increased from 1 1 .4 percent of the total 
degree recipients in 1973-74 to 32.9 percent in 
1 977-78. Similar increases for women were noted in 
Optometry, Veterinary Medicine, and Law. 

California and National Comparative Trends 

California and national trends in all types pf degrees 
awarded by public institutions were sirtiilar from 
1972-73 through 1976-77. The number of 
bachelor's degrees awarded in California by four- 
year public institutions increased 3.0 percent 
between 1972-73 and 1973-74, but had declined 
2.9 percent by 1 976-77 (using 1 972-73 as a base for 
calculations). Nationally, four-year baccalaureates 
peaked in 1 973-74 with a 4.0 percent increase over 
the base year, but then declined three years later, for 
a nominal 1 .0 percenuincrease during the five years 
reported. 

Master's degrees awarded by public institutions in 
California and nationally increased markedly by 1 5. 1 
percent and 22.3 percent, respectively, between 
1972-73 and 1976-77. Conversely, the number of 
doctorates decreased sharpjy by 8.5 percent in 
California, and by 1,1 percent nationally. First 
professional degree winners in California increased 
by 13.1 percent, and by 24.3 percent nationally. 

'Women attending California public institutions 
recorded an 8.2 percent increase in baccalaureates 
awarded in 1976-77 over the 1972-73 base year, 
compared to a 10.5 percent decrease for men! The 
nation experienced a comparable trend, with 5.5 
percent more women and 2.6 percent "fewer men 
receiving bachelor's degrees. 



The number of women awarded master's degrees 
increased by a noteworthy 41 .7 percent in California, 



and by 4O.0 percent nationally. At the same time, the 
number of men receiving master's degrees declined 
0.6 percent in California, but increased 8.6 percent 
nationally. In terms of doctoral degrees, the number 
of female recipients in California increased by 11.0 
percent in 1975-76, but over the reported five-year 
period increased by only 3.2 percent*.' Nationally, the 
number of women earning doctoral degrees rose by 
41.3 percent. Conversely, the number off mate 
doctorate recipients declined 1 1.2 percent in 
California, and 9.7 percent nationally. 

The displays on first professional degrees awarded to 
men and women are misleading. While women 
professional degree winners appear to have posted 
significant Increases of 132.5 percent in California 
and 245.3 percent nationally, the fact remains that 
the number of male professional degree recipients 
still outnumbers' women -substantially, especially in 
the health related professional disciplines. 

The greatest percent increase in professional 
a "degrees awarded nationally occurred in the field of 
dentistry in 1976-77. Public institutions awarded 
39.7 percent more dental degrees since the 1972/-73 
base year. California followed the national trend, 
awarding 12.6 percent more degrees in dentistry. 

Nationally, public institutions also substantially 
increased the number of medical degrees awarded, 
by 34.3 percent, compared to a 21 .4 percent increase 
in California. 

Moderate increases irt law degrees wre posted both 
in California and the national 5.9 percent and .13.6 
perceot, respectively— while veterinary medicine 
degrees climbed 25.3 percent in California, and 27.1 
percent nationally. jV ■ 

Degrees Conferred by Discipline \ 

In 1977-78, the three most frequently \selected 
undergraduate majors at < the Califqmia State 
University and Colleges were Business and 
Management, Social Sciences, and Public Affairs 
and Services; at the University of California, they 
were Social Sciences, Biological Sciences, and 
Psychology. In the State University, the greatest 
number of bachelor's degrees awarded to men were 
in Business and Management, Social Sciences, and 
Education; at the University, the greatest number 
were in Social Sciences, Biological Sciences, and 
Engineering. Women in the State University most 
often chose Health Professions, Social Sciences, and 
Business and Management, while their University 
counterparts chose Social Sciences, Biological 
Sciences, and Psychology. 

The field of Education produced the greatest number 
of master's degrees in the State University, while 
Engineering recorded the greatest number at the 
University between 1973-74 and 1977-78. Women 
at the State University earned 354 more master's 
degrees than men in 1977-78, but 52 percent of 
these degrees were in^Education. Health Professions 
and Public Affairs and Services were women's 
second and third degree choices. Education was also 
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chosen most often fay men at the State University, 
followed by Business and Management, and Public * 
Affairs and Services 

At the University, women most often selected 
master's degrees in Health Professions, Business 
and Management and Fine and Applied Arts/while 
men gravitated towards Engineering, Business and 
Management, and Social Sciences. An increasing 
number of women are receiving master's degrees in 
Business and Management at both the University 
and the State University. ' 

Although *he number of doctoral degrees awarded by 
the University are declining steadily, Biological 
Sciences, Physical Sciences? and Social Sciences 
have remained the most popular fields throughout 
the period, 1 973-74 to 1 977-78, Biological Sciences 
was most popular with both men knd women 
doctoral candidates. \ 

Degrees Conferred by Ethnicity 

One area whichtshouid receive particular attention is 
ethnicity. Ethnicity information on degree recipients 
has been included, but use of these data should be 
considered carefully before using them in legislative,, 
executive, segmental, or institutional planning.* 
These ethnicity data were obtained using voluntary 
student self-designations, and may exhibit 
statistically significant abnormalities due to high 
nonresponse rates. / 

Many graduates chose not to report their ethnic 
designation in each of the years displayed in the 
tables. Also, reporting categories established by the 
federal government have changed several times over 
the years. For these reasons, student ethnicity data 
are not comparable between and within years, inter- 
or jntra-segmentally, or between degree types and 
sex. The potential for unintentional misuse of 
ethnicity information for degree winners is very 
substantial. 

Degrees Conferred by Age 

The average age of recipients of bachelor's, master's, 
and first professional degrees has risen slightly since i 
1 975-76 at bofh the State University and Colleges and—' 
the University. Over those three years, the average 
age of baccalaureate recipients at the State 
University increased from 25.9 to 26.6, while the 
average age of those at the University increased from 
24.0 to 24.4. The average age of State Universft^ 
master's degree recipients .increased by nearly 2 
years— 29.8 to 31.7— white the average' age of 
University recipients increased from 28.1 to 29.4, 

An unexplained increase in the average age of 
doctoral degree recipients occurred at the 
University— from 29.8 in 1976-77 to 34.6 yin . 
1977-78, In Dentistry, Medicine, and Law, however, . 
professional degree recipients showed only 
moderate increases in average age, In 1 977-78, the 
average age of professional degree recipients was: 
Dentistry, 29.3; Medicine, 28.5; Optometry, 26.5; 
Veterinary Medicine, 28.0, Law, 28.0; and Pharmacy, 
26.3. 



In addition to increases in the average age of degree 
recipients of both sexes, there was a notable spread 
in the average age of bachelor's and master's degree 
recipients at the State University and the University. 
The average age of baccalaureate graduates at the 
State University was ^§.6, compared to 24.4 at the 
University. The avetfage age of master's degree 
recipients at the State University was 31 7 years, 
while at "the University it was 29.4. Similar 
differences between tMs segments were noted for 
men and women doctoral degree recipients. 

CALIFORNIA INDEPENDENT 
INSTITUTIONS 

Degrees Conferred by Discpline 

California Trends 

Trend analysis of data on degrees conferred by 
independent California institutions is inconclusive 
because of the varying number of institutions 
reporting from year to year. In 1973-74, 132 
independent institutions reported information on 
degrees conferred, compared to 154 institutions in 
1977-78. .Of those independent institutions 
reporting in 1 977-78, accredited institutions 
accounted for 93.7 percent of all bachelor's degrees 
awarded, 97.3 percent of all master's degrees, 80.8. 
percent of all doctorates, "bnd &1 .0 percent of all first 
professional degrees. In 1977-78, ninety-seven 
accredited, eighteen State approved, and thirty-nine 
authorized independent institutions reported. 

The disciplines in which the most bachelor's degrees 
were awarded in 1977-78 included Business and 
Management, Social Sciences, and Fine and Applied 
Arts. Men chose Business and Management most 
often, while women chose the Social Sciences. 

Business and Management was also the leading 
discipline for master's degree recipients, with more 
than 4,000 awarded to men and women in 1 976-77 
Men chose ^usiness and Management most often, a 
discipline in^hich nearly 3,600 master's degrees 
were awardeorKvomen, .however, chose Education 
most often. Of all master's degrees awarded to 
Women, 46.6 percent {or 2,216) were in Education. 

Over 2,400 doctoral degrees were awarded by 
independent California institutions in 1976-77. 
Doctorates in Psychology were the number one 
choice for both men and women, followed by 
Education and Law. 

Independent California institutions conferred over 
6,200 "first professional" degrees. The 
overwhelming majority— 4,226, or €7.5 percent- 
were in the field of Law, and taere awarded by 
approximately fifty independent law schools. 
Independent institutions also conferred 373 degrees 
in Medicine, 334 degrees in Dentistry, 274 degrees 
in Pharmacy, 103 degrees in Optometry, 97 degrees 
in Podiatry, 59 degrees in Chiropractic, and 494 
degrees in the Theological professions. There is no 
independent institution in California offering a 
program in Veterinary Medicine.

Faculty data appearing in this section were obtained 
from the National Center for Education Statistics' 
annual Higher Education General Information 
Survey (HEGIS), and the Commission's annual report 

- on Faculty Salaries in California Public Higher 
Education. All data and displays appear mg in this 
r section are for full-time f apulty only and were verified 

^ by the systeitiwide offices of each of the -public 
Segments prior to publicatiqn.

SIGNIFICANT ITEMS: PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS 

Number of Full-Time Faculty _ . - 

The vast majority of 31,693 full-time faculty in the ' 
three public segments serve on, 9-month teaching 
contracts (30,409). Because only 4 percent of the" 
faculty are on 11 -month contracts, they are excluded 
from this analysis. Because of the lack of consistent 
comparable, verifiable data regarding part-time 
faculty, they have also been excluded. 

Although the number of Community College faculty 
wou jd appear to have decreased from 1 977 to 1 978, 
Long Beach City College figures iiave not been" 
included in the totals. However, assuming the school r - 
had ± 5 percent of the number of faculty reported irt 

1 977, the total Community College faculty statewide 
would have increased approximately 1,0 percent 
from 1977 to 1978. Since 1974, Community College 
faculty have increased over 15 percent During the 
same four-year period, males increased their ranks 
over 10 percent (approximately 960), In 1978, 30 
percent of the faculty were women. 

The growth in California State University and 
Colleges faculty between 1977 and 1978 was a 
negligible 6.4 percent (44 persons), Over the four- 
year period of 1974-78, growth was 2.2 percent or 
250 faculty. Male faculty increased by 1 percent(85), 
and female faculty by 7,4 percent (165) over the 
period. In 1978, women were 20 percent of the CSUC 
faculty. At the full professor rank, men held 87,2 
percent of the positions in 1978, down slightly from* 
87.8 percent in 1 974. Declines were somewhat more 
severe, however, in the other ranks — from -81:9 to N 
77.4 percent at the associate professpr rank; from 
69.3 to 64.0 percent at the assistant professor level; 
and from 53.8 to 48.2 at the instructor level. 

University of California faculty numbersdecreasedln 
1 976 and again in 1977, but experienced an increase 
of 1 .2 percent (55) in 1978. However, over the four- 
year span from 1974, the increase was an 
insignificant 0.3 percent (16) During that period, 
male facufty decreased by 1.6 percent (71), while 
female faculty increased by .18.7 percent (87). In 

1 978, however, women held only 1 1.5 percent of the 
faculty positions. The percent of males as a percent of 
total faculty declined in every rank over the four years 
since 1 9,74. Although the number of male professors 
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increased by 305 to 2,144, or 95. 1 percent of the "rank 
in 1 978, this was a decrease from 95. 5 percent of the 
jank in 1974. in 1978, the 125 female fuii professors 
acgotihted fbr less than 5 percent of the rank. The 
greatest male decrease in percent of rank occurred at 
the associate profe$>$or Jevel, 3 drop from 92.3 
percent; in 1974 to 89 2 percent in 1978. At the 
assistant professor level, men occupied 7 1 .2 percept 
(732) of the positions rn 197& compared to 73.4 
percent in 1 974. 

Mean Salary 

Within the California Community Colleges, salaries 
increased from 1 974 to 1 978 at a compound growth 
rate of 6 29 percent, in the State University and 
Colleges, 5.64 percent; and in the University, 5 38 
percent. The September Consumer Price Index 
compound growth, rate for the period was 7.06 
P|r^enr 

Jn 1978, for the first time in five years, the average 
salaries, of Community College female faculty 
($23,690^ slightly exceeded that of male faculty 
($23,650} Such was not the case vyithin the other- 
two segments, however. Within the State University 
and Colleges, the male faculty average salary of 
$22,950 exceeded the female average salary of 
$20,344 by $2,606, or 12.8 percent. This disparity 
was 1.1 percent greater than in 1 974. Aithdugh the 
average salary of female instructors was greater than 
that of male instructors, average salaries of majes 
exceeded that of females in each of the upper three 
: ranks/ The University of California mate faculty 
| average salary in 1978 of $25,435 exceeded the 
i female faculty average salary of $20, 164 by $5,271, 
A or 26,1 percent. The University had no full-time 
Instructors in 1978, but /in each of the three ranks 
Reported, male average salaries were greater thart 
lale average salaries. 



Tffiure Status 

Af^roximateiy 83 percent of the full-time, 9-month 
.cd^ract faculty in California's public sector of higher 
ed&eation were tenured. The percent of tenured 
fact^ty in 1978 was highest in the Community 
Colleges, 92 percent, followed by the State University 
and jdlleges at 76 percent, and the University of 
Cafi%nia at 75 percent. These figures compare to 
- 1974|percents of nearly 77 percent statewide, 84 
percent in the Community Colleges, 71 percent in the 
State University , and 71 percent in the University 

Ninety|our percent of the Corftmunity College male 
mstrucfprs hejd tenure, in 1978, compared to 89 
percent^ the female faculty. In the State University, 
the sanrfe percent of male professors as female 
professors, and male assistant professors as female 
assistant^ professors were tenured in 1978: 97 
percent ofl the 4,784 male professors, and 97 percent 
of the 7QSJemale professors; 18 percent of the 1 ,421 
male and 18 percent of the 800 female assistant 
professor? . At the associate professor level, 



however, 88 percent of the 777 females held tenure, 
. while 85 percent of the 2,661 males held tenure. A 
considerable difference. existed in**978 between the- 
percent of male yniversity faculty tenured and 
, female faculty tenured, 80 percent and 42 percent 
respectively, At the full professor^ank, males 
continued as for the past three years vyith 97 percent 
tenured, while femafes declined from 95 percent in 
1977 to 90 percent m 1978 At the associate 
professor rank, 95 percent of the 1,055 males were 
tenured, and 92 percent of the 12afemales. This also 
was a two-year decline for both sexes, although the 
actual number of tenured female associate 
professors has reqiained constant for three years, 

faculty Doctorates 

Within higher education, the doctorate is usually 
considered the appropriate academic degree' for 
teaching and research, particularly at the upper 
division and graduate level of instruction! Inasmuch 
as the Community Colleges are not engaged in upper 
division instruction or in research, only the State 
University and Colleges and the University of 
California data have been displayed. 

The percent of faculty with doctorates remained the', 
i same in 1978 as in 1977: 87 percer^of the University 
faculty, *and 70 percent of the State University 
faculty. Within the academic ranks, the only changes 
were within the State University at the associate 
professor level, from 72 percent to 71 percent, and 
• within the University at the assistant professor jevel 
fwm 77 percent to 79 percent The percent of faculty 
with doctorates at each rank in 1978 is nearly 
icjenticafcto that in 1 974. An exception is the ail raAks 
percent; of 67 in 1974 increasing to 70 percent in 
1-978 in the State University. 

SIGNIFICANT ITEMS; INDEPENDENT 
INSTITUTIONS 

A much higher percent of faculty are employed to 
teach on 11 -month contracts within the independent 
sector (24 percent) than within the public sector (4 
percent). Regardless Of whether independent 
institution faculty taught for 9 months or 1 1 months, 
however, their average salaries in 1978 were below 
those in the public sector. Average 9-month contract 
salaries in the independent institutions were 
$20,975 compared .to $23,374 in the public sector. In 
the 11 -month category, independent institution 
faculty received an average salary of $26, 1 34, while 
the public sector average salary was $30,598, 
Independent institution faculty were also less likely 
to have tenure. Only 54 percent of the 9-month 
faculty and 35 percent of the 1 1 -month faculty had 
this right, contrasted to 83 percent of the 9-month 
and 74 percent of the 11 -month public institution 
faculty. 

9-Month Contract 

The all-ranks average salary of 9-month contract 
male faculty, $22,214, was 3($>ercent greater than 
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the $16,346 received by females in 978. Males- 
outnumbered females more than 3 to 1 , and were 60 
percent tenured compared to 35 percent tenured 
among female faculty* At the full professor rank, 
i although men and wcJmen had approximately the 
same percent of their numbers, tenured, males 
outnumbered females 10 to 1 . and received a salary, 
$28,501, which was 26 percent higher than the 
$22,587 received by females. Tenure status among 
males and females at the associate professor level 
was also approximately the same. However, there 
were four times as many males as females, and their 
$20,189 average salary was more than 1 2 percent 
greater than that of females. Among pssistant 
professors/ tenure status was also about the same for 
both sexes, .although, here males received only 6,6 
percent greater salary, arid the male to female ratio 
was 2.5 to 1 There were only a few faculty o^ither 
sex to have tenure at the instructor level. WfWe the 
number of instructors of either sex was more equal,

males continued to receive a higher average salary, 
1 8 percent highest, than did females. 

11 - Month Contract \ 

Male tenured faculty were more than double the 
percent of female tenured faculty. Males received 77 
• percent higher salaries, and out-numbered females 4 
to 1 . The greatest concentration of males was at the 
full professor rank, while females were more likely tp 
have been at the instructor level Although a greater 
percent of female professors were tenured, 79 
percent compared to 74 percent, their numbers were 
considerably less, 27 contrasted to 345, Male 
average salaries for professors were 41 percent 
greater than salaries received by females. At each of 
the remaining three ranks, males had a higher 
percent tenured thah did females; had higher 
average salaries; arxJ held -between two and five 
times as many appointments.

California's public colleges and universities had a 
labor force in Fall 1977 which included 47.1 percent 
females, 52.9 percent males, and 22.4 percent ethnic 
minorities 8 8 percent Black, 7 1 percent Hispanic,

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5.9 percent Asian, and 0.6 percent American Indian. 
Among the seven occupational activities, however, 
-nearly haH of the women were employed ift The 
secretarial/clerical fclass (47.1%). Half of the ethnic 
minority women were employed in the 
secretarial/clerical field (49.9%), while ethnic 
minority men were more likely to be employed in the 
service/maintenance area (36.1%), Among Whites, 
yvpmen also clustered in the secretarial/clerical area 
(46.1%), while men were faculty (56.6%). 

University of California ; 

Over half of the employees of the University of 
California were women (53.3%). They were most 
likely to be employed in the secretarial/clerical group 
(48.0%) and least likely to be employed as skilled craft 
workers {0. 1 %). Among male employees, the greatest 
percentage were faculty (42.4%), and the smallest 
percentage (4.5%) were executive/administrative 
managerial staff, although males did comprise 67,7 
percent of the entire class.. Ethnic minorities 
comprised" one quarter of the University's staff 
(25.6%). Of this gcoup, 41.8 percent were Black; 29.6 
percent Asian, 262 percent Hispanic; and 2.4 
percent American Indian or Alaskan Natives. 

Within the University, WJiite males dominated the 
1,724 member executive^administrative/ manage- 
rial classification with 59.5 percent, or 1,023 of the 
positions. White females held 28.9 percent, or 4^8 of

member secretarial/clerical class (92.0%), and*47.6 
percent of.the 10,646 Women worked in that class. 
Etftnic minorities accounted for 20.2 percent of the 
CSUC employees The greatest percent of the 5,490 
ethnic minorities were Hispanic (35.4%), and 
accounted for 7.1 percent of all employees. 

Among males in each ethnic group, WhiteuAsian and

The 20,469 males were 
predominantly faculty (55.6%), and accounted for 
67.3 percent of the classification. Of the three public 
segments, the Comrflkpity Colleges employed the 
smallest percent of ethnic minorities as a percent of 
their staff— slightly under 20 percent (19.6%). As in 
the other two segments, White, Asian and American 
Indian males were predominantly faculty (61.2%; 
37.4%, and 40.3% respectively), while Black and 
Hispanic were employed in the service/maintenance 
category.

Full-Time Faculty by Tenure Status and Rank 

In Fail 1 977, over three-quarters of the 42,222 public 
higher education faculty were males (75.4%). Of the 
28,187. tenured faculty; 78.2%' were male, 21 3% 
female. Nearly 70 percent of all 31 , 828 male faculty 
were tenured (69.3%) compared to 59.1 percent of 
the 10,394 female faculty. Ten percent of the tenured 
faculty were ethnic minorities, with the greatest 
percentage of ethnic minorities being Asian (35.3%). 

Faculty who were not yet tenured but were ontrack 
for tenure constituted ,11.5 percent of the- total 
faculty. Of this group, males were 65.7 percent and 
females 34 3 percept.

Among the 7 1 percent ethnic minority 
full professors, 96 7 percent were mate, and of that 
subgroup, 65.0 percent were Asian. Amonfthe 38.6 
percent of The faculty who were tenured, 93.3 
percent were male, 6 7 percent female. Ethnic 
minorities comprised 7 8 percent of the tenured 
ranks, with 92,5 percent of the ethnic minority group 
being male, and of that subgroup 58.4 percent were 
Asian. 

Non tenured on track faculty within the University 
(1/521) included 77 6 percent males and 22 4 
percent females. Whites accounted for 85.4 percent 
of these males and approximately the same percent 
of the females (84. 7%). The largest subgroups among 
the 14.7 percent ethnic minority non tenured on- 
track faculty were Hispanics and Asians, each 
accounting for nearly 35 percent of the ethnic 
minorities in the class. 

The University employed "other" faculty to a much 
greater extent than did the State University or 
Community Colleges (72.8% of all "other" faculty 
throughout the three public segments). This 
classification includes faculty with term contracts 
which do not include eligibility for tenure of 
appointment Fifty percent of the entire UC faculty is 
in this classification Of the three classifications of 
faculty tenured, non-tenured on-trach. and other— 
this 6,674 member group contained the greatest 
percent of women (25.4%). Of all ethnic minority 
faculty within the University, 59.6 percent were 
employed in the "other" category Of the ethnic 
minorities within the "other" classification, 63.1 
percent were Asian , 

California State University and Colleges 

Within the State University and Colleges, 74.8 
^Viercent of the faculty were tenured, including 78.2 
4 percent of the 9,477 male faculty and 62,0 percent of 
the 2,485 female faculty Males constituted 82.8 
percent and females 17.2 percent of the tenured 
ranks. Of the 1 1.4 percent ethnic minority faculty, 
60 4 percent held' tenure, and accounted for 9.2 
percent of all tenured faculty. Over half of the tenured 
ethnic minority faculty were Asian (53.5%). s 

In the CSUC non tenured on-ljrack classification, 
males accounted for 70.2 percent and females 29.8 
percent of the* 1^643 positions. While 12.2 percent of 
the total male faculty were in this classification, 19 7 
percent of the females held appointment! in this 
group. Twenty-two percent of the entire ethnic 
minority faculty were non-tenured on-track, and 
accounted for 18 3 percent of the positions in that 
classification as follows; 6.0 percent Black, 5.9 
I percent Hispanic, 5.5 percent .Asian, and .9 percent 
Amncan Indian. 
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Eleven and one-half percent of the State University 
faculty were in the "other" classification, including 
9.7 percent of the male faculty* and TB.3 percent 6F 
the female faculty. Males accounted for 66 8 percent 
of the "other" classification, females 33.2 percent. 
Ethnic minorities constituted 17,5 percent of these 
faculty, with Hispanics being 61.6 percent of the 
ethnic minorities. 

California Community Colleges 

the Community Colleges had the greatest 
percentage of their full-time faculty tenured among 
the three public segments (83 3%). Of these 1 4,094 1 
tenured faculty, 69.8 percent were male and 30.2 
female, the highest percent of females in this class 
among the three segments. Of the total 1 1 ,389 male 
facility, 86.6 percent were tenured, while 77.0 
percent of the 5,532 female faculty held tenure. The 
Community Colleges had the highest percent of their 
ethnic minority faculty tenured among the public 
segments (75.2%). These faculty constituted 11.4 
percent of the tenured ranks. - 

Approximately one-tenth of Community College 
faculty were in- the non-tenured on track 
classification (10.1%), with nearly one-half of the 
group being women (49.3%). Over one-fifth of the 
non-tenured on-track faculty were ethnic minorities 
{20.9%). Of these ethnic minority faculty, 37.8 
percent were Hispanic, 36.1 percent Black, 23.0 
percent Asian and 3.1 percent American Indian. 

Of they three classifications of Community* College 
faculty, the 1,122 member "other" classification 
contained the smallest percent (6.6%) of the total 
faculty, of which 61 3 percent were male and 38.7 
percent female. Six percent of the entire malefaculty 
held appointments in this classification, and 7.8 
percent of the female faculty. Ethnic minorities 
constituted 15.2 percent of the group, with Hispanics 
representing more !tha ru half of these ethnic 
minorities (54.4%). 

SIGNIFICANT ITEMS: INDEPENDENT 
INSTITUTIONS 

Of the 14,801 employes reported, the largest 
employment classification was faculty, and of the 
faculty, 79. £ percent, or 3*662, were males. Over 46 
percent of all maies were employed in this class, 
compared to 13.7 percent of ail females. The majority 
of women, 52.0 percent, were in the traditionally 
female dominated 3,955 employee secretarial/ 
clerical classification, which was 90.7 percent 
female. Maies accounted for 53.4 percent of all 
employees, while females held 46.6 pe/cent of the 
positions. 

The 2,522 ethnic minorities composed 1 7.0 percent 
of the employees. The largest of the ethnic groups 
were the 889 Hispanics and 878 Blacks, who 
accouS^jed for 6.0 percent and 5.9 percent, 
respectively, of all employees. Asians (707) were 4.8 
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;5 percent, and American Indrans (48), 0.3 percent of 
4i the work force. The greatest percent of the 506

males, 46,0 percent, were employed in the 
service/maintenance classification, while the 345 
I Asian males were concentrated in faculty positions

Ethnic minority women, regardless of ethnicity, were 
concentrated in the secretarial/clerical occupational 
• gr6up. Over 58 percent of the493 Black women were 
employed in this class, as were 52.2 percent of the 
383 Hispanic women, 49.7 percent of the 362 Asian 
s women, and 70 8 percent of the 24 American Indian 
women. Of the 1,678 executive/ administrative/ 
managerial personnel. 878, or 52.3 percent were 
White males, and 654, or 39.0 percent were White 
females. Black males {42} composed 2.5 percent of 
. the class, with Hispanic males and Black females 
each having 28 employees (1 .7 percent); 18 Asian 
females, 11 percent, 17 Hispanic females, 1.0 
percent; and no American Indian males or females. 

A preponderance of the 4.608 faculty were White 
males, 3.418. or 74.2 percent. The 845 White

The sixty-three colleges reporte^having only 451 
skilled crafts employees, and of tn^se, 316, or 70.1 
percent were White males. The\econd largest 
representation was 59 Hispanic males, who 
accounted for 1^.1 percent of the workers. White 
females, with 29 employees and Black males, with 
28, were nearly equal in representation, and 
accounted for' 6.4 and 6.2 percent of the 
classification. The 14 Asian males were 3.1 percent 
of the group, with Asian and American Indian 
femaies each having less than 1.0 percent. There 
were no Black or Hispanic women employed. 

No one group had a majority of the 
service/maintenance jobs, although the 503 White 
males accounted for the greatest percent of 
employees, 33.1 percent. Hispanic males, with 27§L 
employees, had 18,3 percent of the positions, 
followed by 256 White females, at 1 6.8 percent. The 
.next largest group was 177 Black males, at 11.6 
percent. Hispanic females held 114 jobs in the 
category, for 7.5 percent; Asian males and Black 
females each had 30,' for 5 3 percent; followed by 
Asian females with 25, or 1.6 percent. American 
Indian males and females were each less than 1.0 
percent, 

FuH-Time Faculty by Tenure Status and Rank 

In the fall term of 1 977, nearly 80 percent (79.5%) of 
the 4,608 faculty were males. Ethnic minorities (345) 
. accounted for 7.5 percent of the faculty. The largest 
ethnic minority group was composed of 1 38 Asians, 
representing 40.0 percent of ethnic minorities and 
3.0 of the total faculty, BlacKs \yere 29.3 percent of 
the ^thnic minority faculty and 2.2 percent of the total 
factsity, while Hispanics were 27.2 percent of the 
ethnifc minorities and 2 0 percent ctf the facufty. The 
smallest ethnic min afiily group, American Indians, 
was 3.5 percent of trie ethnic minorities and 0.3 
percent of the faculty. 

Over half the male faculty held tenure status (54.6%) 
compared to one-third of the female faculty (32.7%). 
Of the 2,308 tenured faculty, males held 86.6 
percent of the positions, while women held 13.4 
percent. One-third (34.2%) of the ethnic minority 
faculty also were tenured, and these 118 "faculty 
accofcmted for r 5. 1 percent of all faculty in that class. 
Over half of the tenured ethnic minority faculty were 
. of Asian extraction (54.2%). Asian males were 2.3 
percent of all tenured faculty, the*only group among 
dhher ethnic minority males or^emales to account for 
greater thao 1 .0 percent of the classification. 

Three-quarters of the T,092 non-tenured-on-track 
faculty were males (74.8%), 66.8 percent wereWhite 
males. One quarter were females(25,2%), with 21 .5 
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percent White females. Ethnic minorities accounted 
for 116 percent of this faculty classification, and

faculty. The 46 Asians were the largest group of 
ethnic minority non- tenured -on track faculty, 
representing 36.2 percent of the ethnic groups They 
were followed by 39 Blacks (30.7% of the ethnic 
minority group); 36 Hispamcs (28 3% of the ethnic 
minority group); and 6 American Indians (4,7% of the 
ethnic minority group). Among the entire non- 
tenured-on-track faculty/ the 32 Asian males were 
2.9 percent of the classification, with 29 Hispanic 
mates at 2.7 percent nearly equal in size Black 
males, 21 in number, were 1.9 percent; 18 Black 
females were 1 .6 percent, 14 Asian females were 1 .3 
percent; and both American Indian males and 
females were less than 1.0 percent.

An Overview of the Budget Process 

The budget process in California has traditionally 
been different for public four-year and graduate 
institutions than, for the two-year Community 
Colleges. Since their founding^ Tthe University of 
California and the California State University ar\d 
Colleges were considered , State institutions and 
received no funds from local j^xes. The "junior" or 
Community Colleges, which* began as extensions of 
the high schools as grades 13 and 14, were 
supported through a statutory finance formula that 
roughly matched State funds with local property tax 
revenues. In 1978, f rop£»on t£ not onfy reduced 
property tax revenues for the Community Colleges by 
60 percent statewide, but radically changed the 
methods of calculating property taxes and their 
distribution. As State support for the Community 
Colleges increased from 40 percent to 70 percent in 
one year, the process for reviewing their budgets is 
changing. 



The University of California and the California State 
UniveVsity and Colleges are- subject to the State's 
annual "budget cycle." After months of preparation, 
these two segments present thBir b#se budgets far 
the current yetf^alculate baseline adjustments by 
estimating, irtfation increases and enrollment 
changes, and\dbquest budget/program change 
proposals, whicfSjnclude requests to the Governor 
for salary irweases. Although these "change ' 
proposals" rarely exceed 1 5 percen/of a segment's 
total budget, they are important for two reasons; 

j • 

V They usually become part of the segment's base 
budget and receive minimal review in later years; 
and . ' 

2, They often represeht new directions for the 
' institution^ and new obligations for the State. 

Customarily, the Governor and the Department of 
/Finance reduce these, budget/program change 
proposals substantially, but they rarely lower the 
baseline adjustments and usually leave the base 
untouched. The Governor's Budget is then 
introduced as the "Biftget Bill," which winds itp way 
through the legislative process until adopted by the 
Legislature in June/July and signed by the ■. 
Governor: The Governor, has line it$m veto power 
over the budget adopted by the Legislature. Afthoiigh 
most State funds fpr the University and tne, State 
University are allocated by formulas ^sed dn 
enrollment, categorical aid for special programs, 
represents a significant portion of the segment's total, 
. budgets. Special programs typically receive the most\ 
* legislative attention. ' { ■ \ 

Before Proposition 13, the finance system for the 
Community Colleges differed significantly from that 
£f the other public segments. Each Community 
Coilega district' was authorized to levy a general 
purpose tax and several "permissive" taxes on the 
property tax roNs of the district. Basically, the 
maximum tax ram was the £tstrict's yearly general ' \ 
purpose rate, pdjusted proportionally by any ' % 
increases in the adult population and by changes in 
the Consumer Pric^lndex. Because wealth varied 
widely among CalTOrnia's seventy Community 
College districts, the local revenues per student were 
unequal. Because of this imbalance, State 
apportionments were designed to equalize the 
income per student among the districts by 
distributing more dollars to "poorer" distri6t§ than to 
"wealthy" districts. The St^j^'s average 
apportiGnment in 19.77-78 was $657 per uhit of 
Average Daily Attendance (ADA), but individual 
apportionments ranged from, $125 to $1,592 per 
ADA, The use of Average Daily Attendarfce (ADA) for 
Community Colleges is a vestige of their origin within 
the public school system. Generally, there are two 
census weeks per term and enrollment is ; counted in 
terms of Weekly Student Contact Hours. These hours 
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are then divided by various* formulas to det^mine 
total ADA: One unit of ADA roughly equals orj^futl- 
time-equivalent student.

This earlier method of finance had atlowec^locai 
taxing authorities, including the Community College 
districts, to set their pwn tax rates, which were then 
levied against the assessed value of property within 
ffieir territory. Proposition 13, however,' linftwd any 
ad vaforem tax on real property to 1 percent of vie full, 
cash value and made the Legislature responsible for 
distributing these revenues. Other taxes cqyld be 
increased only by a two-thirds vote of the^qqipiifted 
electors. Since the amount of the gate's 
apportionments was bas^d primarily on the relative 
ability of Community College districts to rai^e local 
revehues through the property tax, Proposi$6n 13 
.not only reduced revenues but also destroyed the 
basis for equitably calculating State apportionments.

To mept the immediate crisis of Community p^ifege 
finance for 1978-79, the Legislature agreed to 
distribute the regular State apportionnijwt of 
1£77-78, In sdtfqing, the Legislature suspended the 
State's annual readjustment of apportionments 
based on wealth and attendance, one fund^rrvientpl 
principle of equity within the system of finatftge. 

. ■ " 

In addition, the Community College districts j^eiyed 
$260 million from the State's surplus, wh|gh was 
distributed according t& a "target budget" approach.. 
Before determining how much each district jkeived 
from the surplus, its individual budget was emulated 
by adding its State apportionment, a^:<;ertairt 
percentage of its reserves, and its projected ffitenues 
from the remaining* property taxes, the^- each 
•district- wuuld receive enough' of the $260 rfliyilion to 
reach 85 percent of it* 1977-78 budget Adjusted 
upward by 6.8 percent for inflation. This a^Stment 
and larger property tax revenues than c^iginelty 
projected, will mean a statewide averageShear 95 
percent of the Colleges'^ 1 977-^8 budget^h actual 
dollars. In sum, the prpces^^for financing cuYreht 
operations of the' Commufnty Colleges reacted the 
traditionally local orientation of these i^titutipns, 
while the budge^ review process refects the 
statewide character of the Univesity of California and 
the California State University and Corteges. The 
State's review of public segmental^udget^ is 
changing because of fiscal stringency,

Operating Income and Expenditures for the Public 
Segments of Postyecondary Education 

In contrast to the States general ^p^Qrtionment 
approach for the Community Colleges,- funds are 
provided to the University of California and the 
California State University andCoiieges according to 
standard program classifications which relate the 
funds to institutional objectives. Furthermore, thqf 
sources of income for the fpur-year segments are

California Community Colleges 



The Community Colleges receive approximately 90 
percent \>f their "total annual income -from State^ 
general fu*fds and property taxes. The proportion of 
total support represented by these sources of income 
was altered dramatically bv/Proposition 13, Until 
• 1978-79/ the State contributed approximately 40 
percent of the operating revenues of the Community 
Colleges/ When SEML54 ( 1 978) distributed the State's 
budget surplus f^pM 978-79 and replaced local 
revenues lost after Proposition 13, the State's 
proportion increased to 70 percent. The Legislature is 
currently debating a long-term finance plan' for the. 
Community Colleges \yhich will further increase the ' 
Statr general fund's proportion of thei^income. 

The largest expenditure for the Community Colleges 
is for certificated salaried a category which primarily 
includes instructors and administrators, and for 
classified personnel who are typically those who 
■ provide suppos^ services for the instructional 
program and the other activities at the colleges. By 
law, each Community College district must provide at 
'least fifty percent of its "Current Expense of 
Education" for the salaries of classroom instructors. 

California, State University and Colleges 

* The State University's total income has increased by 
44. ^percent since 1974-75, or an average annual 
compound increase of 9:6 percent. The annual com- 
pound increase in &t&te funds was 12.0 percent 
before 1 978-79, but the State i ncrease was cut to 2. 7 
^percent after Proposition 13. Even with^this small 
increase, however, the State provides 69.5 percent of 
the. State University's total revehues, a proportion 
roughly equal Jo State support. for the Community 
^>Colleges and twice the pr&portiort of that of 
California's budget supported by State general f u nd$> 

in the Expenditure column, the largest classification 
is "instruction," which includes the expense of all 
salaries and supplies for activities in which students 
earn academic credrt toward a degree. The next 
largest classification is "Institutional Support," 
which includes expenses of campus and statewide 
administrations, physical plant operations, faculty 
and staff services, and community relations. 
"Student Services" include social and cultural 
programs, "Supplementary educational services, 
counseling'- and career guidance, and student, 
financial aid; "Academic Support" consists of 
expenses for libraries,, audio- visual services, 
commuting support, and agcillary support, 
"independent Operations" contain a variety of 
auxMiary organizations and special projects 
perforrtv^d by college employees which are not an 
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integral part of the instructional process: dining halls, 
b^ok stores, college unions, and campus 
foundations. 6Jo direct State support is provided for 
these activities. Similarly, State support is minimal 
for the classifications of "Research" and "Public 
Service" because the Master Plan limits the role of 

.the State University in these areas. With regard to 
funding, there has been no change in the relative 
jprder of these classifications during the past five 

tyears. The proportion of total expenditures for 
Instruction, however, has declined by 2.4 percent 
while the share of total expenditures represented by 
Institutional Support and Stuclent Services has 
slightly increased. 



University of California 

The University's total income has increased by 58.6 
percent since 1974-75, or an average annual 
compound Increase of 12,2 percent. Income from 
State General Funds, however, has been severely 
affected by budget reductions in the wake of 
Proposition 13. The University's annua! increase in 
State funds exceeded 1 0.8 percent before, 1978-79, 
but this increase fell to 4 percent after Proposition 1 3, 
primarily because nc\cost-of- living salary increases 
were granted to State employees. Although the 
federal government provides most of the University's 
total income, the State funds are extremely important 
because they support the instructional component of 
the University. 



The expenditure display shows the magnitude and 
diversity of the University's activities for instruction, 
research, and public service. The University of 
California is how the largest non-federal recipient of 
research money' from the U.S. Government. In 
addition, the State provides over $60 million for the* 
University's Organized Research Units arid lot 
research hn the agricultural and marine sciences. Th«^ 
State also funds the immediate application of such 
research through Public Service, the largest element 
being the University's Cooperative (Agriculture) 
Extension Service which operates from three 
campuses and fifty-six county offices. 

>. i 

Because the University provides so many 
noninstructtlopai services, the portion of its budget 
for Instruction J.1 8.6% in 1978-79) is much lower, 
than that of the State University (47.1% in 1978-79} . 
and the amourtf sp§nt by the Community Colleges for 
the salaries of classroom instructors (52.5% in 
1977-78} Nevertheless, the State general fund 
provides $6,000 per full-time equivalent student at 



the University, almost twice the level of general fund 
support per FTE student at the State University. This 
disparity is caused „ by the educational, expense 
associated with the University's exch^feive mission 
research, Ph.D. programs, and professional 
programs in the health sciences and law. 

Capital Outlay f 6 

The University of California, the California State 
University and Colleges, and the California 
^Community Colleges have similar processes in 
approaching the State for capital outlay, aithdV^hthe 
Community Colleges have traditionally relied on locat 
funds to match State funds. All three segments jiow 
participate in the Capital Outlay Fund for Public 
Higher Education (COFPHE), which receives annual 
revenues from the sale of California tidelands oil. 

All three segments present their requests to the 
Department of Finance according to priority 
categories., The Department of Finance and the 
Governor estimate how much money is available in 
the COFPHE, fund and how many projects can be 
funded for each segment. The approved projects are 
then included in the Governor's Budget and sent to 
the Legislature. Finally, the budget Bill is adopted by 
the Senate and Assembly in June, but the^Governor 
can still veto capital outlay projects before signing the 
Bill. 

Competition among the segments for COFPHE funds 
has increased significantly because the 1 972 Health 
Sciences Bond Funds have been exhausted by the 
University; California voters defeated a $1 50 million 
construction bond act fpr the Comjnunity Colleges in 
1976; and, Proposition 13 eliminated a special 
property tax for dapltal outlay which each Community 
College district could levy to provide its portiQf/ of 
construction projects. Because'of this competition for. 
limited funds, the Governor has established th6 « 
criterion that capital outlay projects must be 
"necessaryto protect life and safety, to make existing 
facilities operable, or to meet critical program 
capacity needs at existing campuses. The amounts 
available for capita ^outlay have declined significantly 
in all segments, partly because enrollments are not 
growing statewide, partly because the special bond 
funds have fceen exhausted, partly because of the 
Governor^Zcriterion, and partly because most 
Community Colleges can no longer match the State 
funds. The amounts fpr capital outlay are not 
displayed in this Digest but can be found in the 
California Postsecondary Education Commission's 
1978 Digest. \

Data for this sectipn were< obtained from, many 
sources the 1978-79 and 1979^0 Governor s 
Budgets were used for most State funded programs; 
reports to members of Congress on approved 
allotments or appropriations were used for the major 
federal campus-based programs and for Bureau of 
Health Manpower programs; and conversations and 
correspondence with program administrators were 
used for Social Security and Veterans Educational 
Benefits. Supplementary dctoumentaftion and some 
1 979-r8Q projections were obtained from Federal 
Student Assistance and Categorlfaf Programs 
(National Institute of * Independent Colleges and 
Universities, 1979). Preliminary tables from the 1979 
Institutional Student Financial A Id Resources Survey 
(ISFARS) of the California Student Aid Commission, 
supplied data on institutional awards and 
information on the distribution of funds among the 
segments when other sources did not. In cases 
where information was not available for a given year, 
the most recent documented amount was carried 
forward. 

Caveats— Please Note 

(a) Because student financial assistance prpgrams 
are administered by a large number of agencies 
and institutions-, it is difficult to provide detailed 
data for every program. Th* goal in developing 
these tables has been to Jtiiize annual source 
documents as much as possible. More detailed 
reports such as ISFARS are not produced 

- annually. 

(b) sJhe federal campus-based programs- 

Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grants, 
National Direct Student Loans; and College 
Work-Study— require matching funds d\ 50 
pergent, 10 percent, "vand 20 percent, 
respectively.

^Definitions 

(a) State Programs 

The primary state programs are Cat Grants A, B, 
andC. Caf Grant A (formerly State Scholarships) 
provides funds to academically qualified 
students with financial need and may be used 
for tuition and fees at public or independent 
four-year institutions. Cal Grant B (formerly 
College Opportunity Grants) is designed for 
disadvantaged students who have a potential for 
college success and community leadership. It 

-p rovides bo th tu i t io n ( a ft e r -t&e 4ifst- y ea r) a nd 

living allowances. Under present legislation, a 
majority, 51 percent, of these awards must be 
used in the. community colleges. Cal Grant C 
(formerly Qccupationai Education and Training 
Grants) awards are used by needy talented 
students interested in becoming skilled workers 
through specific technical and occupational 
programs. ArthougKthe program funds students 
in all the segments, the major portion of funds' 
are used in rton-degree gr&nting institutions. 
The Graduate Fellowship Program extends 
California's student assistance to the graduate 
and professional level for academically able 
students with financial need. In addition, the 
State provides a small numba^pf awards to 
students interested in developing careers in 
bilingual education and to dependents of 
disabled or deceased law enfprcemeA* 
personnel 
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All of these programs are administered by the 
'California Student Aid Commission. Funds are 
- i^spensed to institutions in the name of specific 
students 

A second group of {State programs provides 
funds to institutions, the Supervised Clinical 
Training Program assists the University of 
California and independent institutions in 
meeting some of the costs associated with 
providing a year of cirnical training for graduates 
of Joreign medical schools. Such students may 
then take State Board examinations. 
Educational Opportunity Grants are budgeted, 
directly to the California Community Colle$jf&$_ 
and the State University and Colleges to assist 
low-income and disadvantaged students. 
Additional funds, not included here, are 
budgeted for supporting services such as 
recruitment and counseling. 

(b) Federal Programs 

* As presently conceived, federal programs are 
centered around the Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grant Program (BEOG). Except for 
Veterans* Educational Benefits, this is the 
largest of at! student assistance efforts arid is 
expected to increase further until full program 
funding is reack^oThe prograrri is considered to 
be an entitlement, providing automatic grants to . 
students who have demonstrated, financial 
need In California, students applying for CaK* 
Grants are required to apply for BEOG as well, so 
that State funds may be used as efficiently as 
possible. The Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grant Program provides additional 
funds to especially needy students. Social 
Security Educational Benefits are given to 
student dependents of former wage earners 
regardless of need. 

Veterans Educational Benefits assist veterans 
and in some cases, their dependents according 
tv prtTVtOTwfTS or tnree jtsoertii siinuiesr. ooin ot 
these latter programs are administered 
separately from other federal student 
assistance. 

\ 

(c) Other Programs 

Finally, institutional awards, tuition and fee 
waivers, and Education Fee Grants are 
administered and in part funded by the 



institutions themselves. Awards are assigned to 
students »u nder a large variety of academic and 
financial need criteria. Private and Other 
Awards are used in the displays which follow to 
summarize a few small federal programs and 
miscellaneous awards funded outside the 
government and institutions. Loans and 
employment are used to round out other forms 
of assistance for a great variety of students. 

Significant hems 

Approximately $1.1 billion is estimated to be 
available fdr California students in 1979-80, 
reflecting a 2.5 percent increase oVer the previous 
year. The change can be attributed primarily to the 
$86,777,000 expansion (67.6 percent increase) in ' 
t£e federal Basic Educational Opportunity Grant 
Program as a result of the 1978 Middle Income 
Assistance Act. The total aid figure does not fully 
reflect this increase, however, because of a 
substantial drop in the funds expected for Veterans < ^ 
Benefits. This decrease continues a recent trend 
from 1976-77, in which year Veterans Educational 
Benefits represented 46.8 percent of all assistance. 
In 1 978-79, the program provided only 34.8 percent, 
although a large amount of funds are stiii provided by 
Veterans programs, the Basic Educational • 
Opportunity Grant Program is clearly.becoming.the 
dominant force in student assistance 

Relatively small increases can be observed in other 
federal programs and in State programs except the 
Caf Grant B Program, which will increase 17.4 
percent in 1979-80. It remains to be seen what the 
exact level of Guaranteed Student Loans will be in 
1979-80, because that will be the first full year of 
State administration of the program. Participation by 
additional commercial lepd^rs and access to loans by ' 
freshmen and community college studehts may have 
a substantial effect on the number of new loans. 

On the whole, the most important observation for 

1979- 8 0 is th a t fed er al .-pr o grams- wiU,provjde BO 

percent of total aid; State efforts\vill provide 9 
percefft; and the remaining 11 perCentwill be derived 
from private, institutional and other programs. The 
joint Postsecondary Education Commission and 
Student Aid Commission Financial Aid Policy Study 
Group is examining this situation in hopes of 
developing a more effective and efficient relationship 
between State and federal assistance. The Group s 
report will be published in late 1979.

SCJJOLASTtC APITITUDE TEST SCORES 
Sources of Data 

The Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT), part of the 
Admissions Testing Programiof the College Entrance* 
Examination Board is used extensively by public and 
independent colleges throughout the nation as a 
means of evaluating applicants for undergraduate 
admission. AH freshman applicants to the University 
of California are required to submit SAT sgorSf, while 
applicants to the California State University and 
Colleges may submit scores from either the SAT or 
American College Test (ACT). Applicant? for 
California State Scholarships, Cal Grant A, must also 
stibmit SAT scores. Nationally, nearly one million 
high school students took the SAT in 1977-78. 
Approximately 118,300 of these students (55,400 
males an$ 62,900 femalesi were in California. 
Although the Scholastic Aptitude Test is taken 
primarily by high school seniors, it is also taken by a 
large number of juniors and a few others. The SAT 
has two basic components: a verbal test and a 
mathematical test. Scores are reported separately for 
each test on a scale of 200 to 800. Questions on the 
mathematical test are based on mathematics as 
generally taught in grades one through nine. 
Questions on the verbal test are designed to assess 
reading Skills and understanding of word 
relationships. Information appearing in this section 
w#s obtained from the College Entrance Examination 
Board. 

Significant Trends \ 

Test scored in California continued their downward 
trend of the past five years. National scores on the 



verba! section of the SAT declined 15 points, white 
California scores declined 23 points'. National scores 
on the mathematics portiorrdeclined 1 2 points, while 
California's scores dropped 18 points. The greatest 
decline in both ve&bal and mathematic scores over 
the p ^^y cujy«^toiw<en 1973-74 and 1974-75 
testingM^^^^ja scores dropped below national 
mean score^^Kboth the verbal and mathematics 
tests in 1975-76. California scores remained below 
the national mean score on the verbal test in 
1 976-77 and 1 977-78 Although California matched 
the national mean score in mathematics in 1976-77, 
State mean scores again failed to achieve the 
nationaj average in 1977-7|. ? 

Mates continued to achieve higher SAT verbal as wail 
as mathematics scores than did females throughout 
the five-year period, both nationally ancT n the State. 
California males scored higher verbal scores than 
national males in the first three years of the five-year 
period, but achieved only the national mean score in 
1976-77, and slightly below, in 1977-78. In 
mathematics, California males received scores above 
.the national mean throughout the entire period. The 
point spread between California males and females 
(7-9 points) has remained narrow and constant on 
the verba! portion of the test over five years. A 
marked, and increasing point spread is evident on the 
mathematics test, however. A difference of 49 points 
between California males and females in 1973-74 
was increased Jo a 56-point difference in 1977-78. 
The disparity between average scores of rrfen and 
women on the mathematics portion of the test 
widened at the national level* from 42 points in 
1 973-74 to 50 points in 1 977-78.

Did you Know? .... 

Any private person or private entity, operating within or from the State of California, 

issuing or granting academic or honorary degrees or offering education creditable . 

towards a degree objective, must comply with at least one of the following statutes 

of the California Education Code: ^ 

SactSoo 94303(b) .- the degree i-i* limited to-av£4eiyae of completion,, ' > 
of education restricted solely to the principles of a church or 
religious denomination. Such is referred to as an "exempted" degree. 

• Section .94310(a) - the degree is conferred by an institution which is * 
accredited by a national or regional accrediting agency recognized by 
the United States Department of Health, Education, and Welfare, Office - 
of Education, or by the Committee of Bar Examiners for the Stste of 
California. Such ia referred to as an "accredited" degree. 

• Section 9010(b) - the institution has been approved by the California 
Superintendent of Public Instruction to award or issue specific degrees. 
Sueh a specified degree title is referred to as an "approved" degree. 

• Section 94310(c) - the institution has been authorised to operate by 
virtue of making an annual public disclosure with the Superintendent, 
and the content of the disclosure has been deemed truthful and accurate. 

' Such degree issued hereunder is referred to as an "authorized" degree. 

"Recognition " —An Essential Consideration 

Degrees granted or issued in conformance with any one of the above cited statutes are 
all equally legal under the lav ,. Judgements of value and applicability' of a certain 
degree are not made by the lav or by the State. The appropriateness of a degree or 
the applicability of the degree* to a job or, the transfer of education credit is , decided 
by those who oust render such evaluations for those specific purposes. 

Persons seeking to obtain an earned degree and those delegated responsibility for 
evaluating for recognizing a 'degree must determine for themselves the applicability 
and value of the degree, based primarily 1 upon the requirements of lav under vhich it 
was issued or granted. A prospective student needs to make certain that the degree 
and course work will be recognized by those who must make such judgements at other 
institutions, in licensing agencies, and in occupation personnel offices. School 
boards, licensing agencies* college registrars, and othars who must determine value 
and applicability must obtain information sufficient to ascertain the legal basis for 
the issuance of the degree. To those ends, the foliating is presented for alarifica~ 
tion of California *s laws relating to issuing non-public college degrees. 
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OPPS INFORMATION BULLETIN Number 5 (February 1976) - Page 2 

"Decree" Defined 

"Degree" means any "academic degree" or "honorary degree" or title of any designation, 
mark, appellation, series of letters or words' such as, but not limited to, associate, 
bachelor,' master, doctor, or fellow which signifies, purports, or is generally taken 
to signify satisfactory completion of the requirements "of an .academic, educational, 
technological, or prof essional "program of study beyond the secondary « school level", or 
Is an honorary title conferred for recognition of some meritorious achievement. Refer 
to California Education Code Section 94302(f). 

Degree Prohibitions 

A private person or entity may not issue or grant degrees in or from California with- . 
out either an authorization or approval from the Superintendent or a statutory exemp- 
tion- Violations are specified in Education Code Sections 94320, 94321, and 94336. \ 

» • * 

One cannot buy, barter (or offer, attempt, or conspire to do so) any degree. Likewise, 
one may not use, give, or receive (or attempt or conspire to do so) , in connection with 
a business, trade, profession, or occupation, a degree or other document which has been 
purchased, obtained, fraudulently or illegally issued, counterfeited, materially altered, 
y > or found, or which serves to evidence the undertaking or completion of scholastic 

achievement if such .has not been undertaken and attained. Violations are deemed felonies 
and are punishable by fine and imprisonment, 

V 

EXEMPTED Degree 

Education Code Section 94303(b) exempts: J~ 

"A nonprofit institution owned, controlled, and operated and maintained 

by a bona fide church or religious denomination if such education is 

limited to instructions in the principles^of that church or denomination, 

or to courses offered* pursuant to Sectionz/89 of the Business and Professions • 

Code, and the diploma is limited to evidence of completion of that education, 

and the meritorious recognition upon which any honorary degree is conferred 

is limited to the principles of that church or denomination." \^ 

The intent of this law is obviously the separation of church and state. A bona fide 
, church or religious denomination may provide religious instruction without standards 
and regulations being imposed by the state. The degrees issued must strictly and 
exclusively relate to the principles of the church. 

An entity may not imply or state that there is any approval or recognition of the 
education or degree in any manner whatever by the state or any agency or agent thereof. 
Being exempt, the degree has no state approval or authorization status whatever. 

The ACCREDITED Degree 

Education Code Section 94310(a) allews: 

"The institution, which at the time of the issuance of a degree, has 
accreditation of the institution, program,, or specific course of study 
upon which the degree is based by a national or applicable regional 
accredit ing^sagency recognized by the* united States Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, Office of Education, or by the Committee of Bar 
Examiners for the State of California. The institution must file with 
the superintendent an annual affidavit? by the administrative head of the 
institution -stating that the.*institution is so accredited. Institutions 
authorized to operate under this subdivision may issue diplomas and 
certificates as well as degrees." 
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OPPE INFORMATION BULLETIN Number 5 (February 1*978).*- Page 3 

Accreditation is usually institutional; that is, accreditation provides an umbrella 
approval of the total institution and its program* by the accrediting agency. There 
are many accrediting agencies listed by the United States Office of Education, each 
authorized to accredit certain kinds of programs and degrees. Accreditation by an 
agency not li&Ted by the United States Office of Education is not recognized as 
accreditation. Further, California law recognizes only final or full accreditation, 
not candidacy or provisional accreditation status. Accreditation is a nongovern- 
mental activity, a peer review of an institution to assure that .its educational 
/ 'operations reflect quality/ Accredited institutions are meeting national standards 

rather^tfnan minimum state standards and enjoy wide acceptability in transfer of credit. 

The California Superintendent of Public Instruction accepts the fact of accreditation 
as the basis for issuing an Authorization to Operate in California. However, the 
Superintendent has investigatory powers in cases where the institution may, be violating 
the minimum standards established by the accrediting agency. 

The APPBOVED Degree 

t. 

- Education Code Section 94310(b) is cited in part: 

"The institution has been approved by the superintendent to award or 
. .issue specific degjfes. , The superintendent shall not approve an insti- 
tution to issue degrees until it is determined, based upon information 
submitted to him or her, that the, institution has the facilities, 
financial resources, administrative capabilities, faculty, and other 
necessary educational expertise and resources to afford student's and 
require of students the completion of a program of education which will 
prepare them for the attainment of a professional* technological, or . 
educational objective, including, but not limited to, a degree; and 
the curriculum is consistent in quality with curricula offered by 
established/ institutions that issue the appropriate degree upon the 
* satisfactory completion thereof . This shall include the determination 
that the course for which the degree is granted achieves its professed 
or claimed objective for higher education. The criteria developed here- 
under shall be such as will effectuate the ntarposes of this chapter, but ' J 
will not unreasonably hinder legitimate educational innovation. 

* * * 

Those institutions approved to issue; degrees pursuant to this subdivision 
may also be authorized by the superintendent to issue diplomas for the 
completion of courses of study, within their approved degree program, 
but which do not fully meet the degree requirements. The superintendent 
may approve an application to issue honorary degrees, provided the appli- 
cant institution has full approval to issue academic degrees. 

* * * 

Approval of specific degree titles is made by the Superintendent. While "accred- 
itation ' covert an entire institution's operations, "approval" is not institu- 
tional or all inclusive of all programs offered by the institution. 
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The approval process ia similar to the accreditation proceaa. The institution completes 
an intensive self-study and submits a detailed report with other documentation to the 
Superintendent who impanel a a special ad hoc committee to review and evaluate the insti- 
tution. The committee, after a thorough review, inquiry, and visitation, produces a 
report to the Superintendent recommending that approval should be granted or denied'. ' 
The Superintendent "makes all final decisiojSs^ and actions. 

Approval of specified degrees means that for the apecific degree title so approved: 

(1) The institution has thoroughly studied itself. - ■ 

(2) The institution ha* been looked at by outsidf, impartial apecialists. 
■' C3> "The tmiitiiiiffi has demons tretrerWrt tVimpr©v*~' 

. itself. -^P" 

(4) What the institution says about itself provides e reasonably accurate picture. 

(5) In the judgment of responsible agents of the educational community, the 
institution's own goals are soundly conceived, its educational programs 

/ have been intelligently devised, are capable of being competently conducted, 

^ — * re capable of fulfilling the goals the institution seeks, and indications 

are, in fact, the institution will accomplish them substantially, and the 
institution is so organized, staffed, and supported that it should continue 
to merit such confidence in the forseeable future. 

(6) The institution^ subject to the continuing review of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. 

There are no laws requiring the recognition of degrees or credit for courses. Jfiovever, 
the specified degrees approved by the Superintendent are in many eases fully recognized 
as comparable ta degrees from nationally-accredited inMitutions . .VThe California 
Legislature established the 94310(b) provision of law &r\ appropriate recognition of 
quality degree programs. The United States Department d€ Health, Education, and Welfare-^ 
Office of Education, will liit in its directories those Unktitut ions possessing approval 
under 94310(b). Both the Psychology Examining Committee >f the California State Board 
of Medical Quality Assurance and the California State Board of Behavioral Science 
Examiners recognize the approved degrees and courses as equal to accredited degrees 
and courses. The California Student Aid Commission considers funding for students 
enrolled in approved ►programs. The regional accreditation agency, the Western Associa- 
tion of Schools aii^Co lieges, has a policy of requiring Chat any Wtitution must first 
possess degree appWdyal status under 94310(b) prior to making application to it for 
accreditation. Other >commit tees and hearings have produced reports favorable to the 
process and. assurances/ under 94310(b). Many (there are no statistics available) 
personnel policies ( have been altered .to include- acceptance and recognition of work 
taken and degrees achieved from institutions obtaining approval of degrees. 

At this moment, there are approximately 95 private accredited degree granting institu- 
tions in California, 170 private institutions whi^ch have filed under 94310(c) for 
authorization to operate as degree granting entities^ and a mere 44 private institutions 
which ha've achieved approval of degrees by the Superintendent under 94310(b). 

. The AUTHORIZED Degree 

Education Code Section, 94310(c) ia paraphrased: 

An ownersh&Jhall file an annual affidavit of "full disclosure" describing the 
institut#ualVriJJ,ectives * ud proposed methods of achieving them, the' curriculum, 
instruction, faSmlty with qualifications, physical facilities; administrative 
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personnel, educational recordkeeping procedures, tuition and fee schedule, tuition 
refund schedules scholastic regulations, degrees to be conferred, graduation require- 
ments, and financial stability as evidenced by a certified financial statement for 
the preceeding year. , An annual affidavit by the president or other head shall be 
.filed stating that the institution owns jmd shall continue to own net assets, in cash 
and/or tangible assets, in the amount of $50,000 solely for the purpose^of education.' 
Those assetjs 'must be in California and must produce sufficient resources to achieve 
the educational objectives of the institution, . A public accountant must provide a 
statement of/; net asset value. Additional annual affidavits are required to set forth 

minimum information cited under the statute. - ,

Upon receipt of the affidavits, the Superintendent shall verify the truthfulness and 
accuracy of the content by impaneling a three-member team comprised of one representa- 
tive-^ the ' Superintendent , one representative of the California Postsecondary Educa- 
tion Commission, and pne representative of the school but who is not affiliated with ...^ 
the institution to be inspected. Authorization to operate may be denied fif the 
affidavits ."are inaccurate. t yv^ 

"Filing pursuant to this subdivision shall not be interpreted to J 
mean, and it shall be unlawful for, any institution to expressly . 

or impliedly represent by any means whatsoever, that the State 'A^T 
of California, Superintendent of Public Instruction, the State ^ 
Board of Education, or the Department of Education has made any 
evaluation, recognition, accreditation, approval, or endorsement 
of the course of study or degree.!" * — 

This statute is intended by the California legislature to allow an entity, who can 
demonstrate some fiscal responsibility and who is willing to .make a public disclosure 
and submit it for verification, to organize and operate as a degree-granting institu- 
tion without the further imposition of specific degree program standards and require- 
ments hy the State. For moat private d^^^e-^grfmidx^ -institution** thts'ts: the l&fty 
"Yeal£s£ia 'arid redsdnabt'e means of beginning. Many institutions then move towards 
approval of specified degrees and/or national accreditation. Many chose to remain 
In the- "authorized" status to operate relatively free of government regulation.
